IN the former . of theſe Tranſge- 

tions, I laid before the Society an ac- 
count of a fatal hæmorrhage ariſing from a 
ſpontaneous laceration of the fallopian tube, 
in a caſe of an extra- uterine fœtus. 

Since that time I have met with another 
ala of a ſimilar nature, in which the full 
period of geſtation had been compleated, 
and natural efforts ſeem. to have been em- 
ployed.in attempting to diſcharge the foetus. 
The hiſtory, as far as it could be collected 
from the woman and her friends, was as fol- 
lows: 

: B. C. when about forty years of age, ſup- 
poſed that ſhe became gn. in Decem-

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ber, 1790; having miſſed her menſtruation, 
which before that time, except when ſne was 
pregnant, had always been regular v. The 
commencement of her pregnancy was attend- 
ed with morning ſickneſs, and the other 
ſymptoms which uſually accompany that 
ſtate. The ſickneſs laſted about four or five 
months, after which ſhe continued to increaſe 
in ſize till ſhe had attained that of a woman 
at the concluſion of pregnancy, when ſhe 
hourly expected to fall into labour. 

At this time ſhe was attacked with violent 
pains, ſhooting from her back towards the 
nave], for three or four ſucceſsive days, yet 
no advancement was made towards delivery. | 
At laſt the pains left her, and never re- 
turned. | 

This circumſtance, added to the opinion 
of a perſon who attended her, induced her 
to think that ſhe had been miſtaken in 
imagining herſelf pregnant ; and the more ſo 
from finding after ſome time that her bulk 
gradually diminiſhed. 0 

Some months now elapſed without her 


About eighteen years ago ſhe bore a child, which lived 
to the age of nine years ; and ſince that time the had once 
miſcarried.

being ſenſible of any material alteration, 
except that of her general health,declining, 
ſo that ſhe had been ſeveral times confined 
to her bed for a week or two together. At 
length ſhe began to feel conſtant pain near 
the middle, and towards the lower part of 
the cavity of the abdomen. This was ſuc- 
ceeded by a ſwelling near the navel, which 
increaſed till it formed a tumour, the diame- 
ter of which was from three to four inches. 
It ſhould be obſerved, that about two months 
before her admiſsion into the hoſpital, ſome 
ſmall openings. took place on the ſur- 
face, which diſcharged a very fetid fluid 
matter: theſe were healed in conſequence 
of local applications from time to time *. 
The ſkin covering the ſwelling was very 
much ſtretched, and ſoon became extremely, 
red and tender when touched. The con- 
tents of the ſwelling were evidently hard. 
and irregular. After a little time an ulcera- 
tion began to take place on the ſurface, ex- 
tending from the nayel. a little towards the 
right ſide. This produced a communica-

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tion with the inſide of the tumour, from 
which iſſued a conſiderable quantity of an 
extremely fetid, ſanious fluid. The open- 
ing gradually enlarging, feveral bones of a 

full grown fcrtus were diſcharged through 
it, as ſome of the ribs, vertebræ, the tem- 
poral bones; a parietal bone, half of the 
tower jaw, &c. Whilſt thefe bones were 
coming away, her ſtools became very offen · 
five; reſemblihg in their ſmell the rere 
from the ſore at the navel. 

| Soon after this the woman began to loſe 
her fleſh and ſtrength; her pulſe became 
weak, ſmall and frequent; ſymptoms of 
great itritation ſ yo a and at laſt ſhe 
was cut off. 

Leave was obtained to examine the body, 
which was accordingly done. I was preſent 
when it was opened by Mr. Abernethy, by 
whofe favour I am in poſſeſsion of the parts 
from which the drawings annexed to this 
paper were taken. The attention was of 
courſe directed to the organs concerned in 
conception. The uterus was found to be in 
its natural ſituation, but nearly twice as 
large as when unimpregnated, and thicker 
in its ſubſtance. The Peritonæal coat of this

viſcus had become thicker than a crown- 


piece, in conſequenge, as 1 ſuppoſe, of the 
;nflammation communicated to it from the 
ſurrounding parts. In the cavity of the ute: 
rus nothing remarkable was found, The tg 
fallopian tubes Were pervious from the ute- 
rus towards their fimbriated extremities, and 
as the parts were. involved in ſome obſcurity 
from the effects of wflammation, ſmall bou- 
gies were introduced into their oxifizes, 
that their cqyxſe might be more eaſily de- 
tected, by, diſſection. Upon tracing them, 
that in, The left orifice led to the uſual ter- 
mination of the- tube. at the ſimbriæ: but 
that! in the right led to a cyſt. in which were 
contained the, remainder of the bones, not 
diſcharged . through | tha aperture at in 
navel, | 
The antexiar part of the oyſt had been 
attached to, the; peritonzum, lining the 
muſcles af the abdomen, io that there was 
no communication Kerne it and the ge- 
neral cavity. 


The poſterior ue of the oſt lay upon 


the meſentery, to which it had become 
cloſely united, ſo as to form one ſubſtance 
with it, The conſequence of this was, that

begun towards the fides of the cyſt, which 


lay neareſt to the inteſtines, and had actually 


formed two openings into the inteſtinal 
canal, through which a part of the fluid 
contents of the cyſt had been evacuated 
during the life of the patient, giving the 


peculiar ſmell to the fieces, which has been

be cyſt, at the time when it Was ex- 
amined, was no larger than barely ſuffi- 
cient to contain the bones then in it, all 
of which were as perfectly free from the 
ſmalleſt appearance of cartilage, ligament, | 


as well as of any other ſoft ſubſtance, as 


they could have been made by the * 
diſſection and maceration. 
T may farther obſerve, that nothing COr- 


reſponding to'any of the ſoft parts had been 
_ diſcharged, fo that the whole of theſe, to- 
_ gether with the placenta and membranes (of 


which no veſtige remained) muſt have been 
changed into the matter diſcharged through 


the openings.

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* OBSERVATIONS. I. 


To the e hiſtory of the -caſe and. 
diſſection of this woman I ſhall add a few 
obſervations, ariſing out of this cafe and that 

deſcribed in the former volune. 
No fact in phyſiology appears to me to 
be better aſcertained, than that the power of 
conception in the female is altogether anti 
excluſively confined to the ovaria'; yet when 
the foetus is once produced, it may be 
nouriſhed; and will grow in any living ca- 
vity, to which it may become attached, as 
well as in the uterus. All that ite requires 
is nutrition, and perhaps the influence of 
pure air on the fluids of the ſœtus; theſe 
it appears that other parts are capable of 
ſufficiently communicati ng 95:4? 
It has been objected to this opinion, in the 
caſe deſcribed in the former volume, as preg- 
nancy had only advanced a few: weeks, it 
was poſsible that the proceſs could not be 
extended beyond that time in the fallopian 
tube, and that this was the reaſon Why it 
burſt. But many caſes on record, and that 
of. ths woman, clearly refute: this objec-

There is another thing which ought not 
to be overlooked in this caſe! Whilſt the 
foetus” continued to be alive, its proſenoe = 
in the fallopian tude conveyed no parti 
calar ſenſation, or inconvenience” to tHe 
mother, more than if it had been in the 
cavity of the uterus, ſinee it does not ap- 


pear that ſhe Was aware of any peculiarity = 


in this pregnaney, and the” was certainly 
well qualißed to judge, having been twice 


in that ſtate before This, I think, proves 
that the ſack formed in the Fallopian tube 
Was in a ſound ſtate. If inflammation, or 
ulceration had been going on in it, ſome 
derangement of the ſyſtem, or lecal in- 
convenience would moſt probably have been 
the ' conſequence; which could not fail to

Every thing was in a right train towards 
her perfect recovery. — The bones had been 
in part diſcharged, and the cyſt" was very 
much reduced in its capacity. It had 
once been large enough to contain the 
whole child, together with the placenta, 
and. liquor ampli ; but by the : time of het 
death it Was "dimihiſhed; ſo as barely to 
hold the bones, which ſtill remained in it. 

'A continuation of the ſame proceſs would 
| haye left the woman in the ſame ſtate as 
before ſhe conceived ; ; excepting the injury 
which the fallopian' tube muſt have ſuſtained.

The fimilarity 
of many of the circumſtances in the two caſes leads me to 
think, that in his caſe che child muſt have been in the fallopian 
tube. The bones which were diſcharged have been preſented 
to me by Mr, Jacob, and are now in my poſſeſſion.

If, however, the lacerated part 
ſhould be of leſs extent, more diſtant from 
the attachment of the placenta, and if 
the number and fize of the divided veſ- 
fels ſhould be ſmall, then either the la- 
ceration may be healed by the coagu- 
lated blood forming a living ſubſtance 
and uniting with the torn cyſt:—or the 
extravaſated blood (if in ſmall quantity) 
may be abſorbed, and the laceration ſtill 
remaining, the ovum may grow on that 
fide towards the cavity of the abdomen;

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II. Account of. a Caſe. in which Death was 
brought on by a hemorrhage from the Liver. 
By G. BrAxR, M. D. F. R. S. &c. Read 
Ma 6, 1794. ; 


A Bor, aged ett years, of a delicate 
conſtitution, . ſmall ſtature, and pale com- 
plexion, whoſe family on the father's ſide 
had been extremely ſubject to phthiſis pul- 


monalis, but he himſelf having no ſymp- 


toms of ſcrofula or rickets, or any exter- 
nal blemiſh or deformity, except that his 


Be belly had always been too large, and he. had 


been ſubject to complaints of the ſtomach 
and bowels through life, began to complain 


on the .12th of March, 1794, of languor, 


loſs of appetite, and flight pains, which he 
referred to his breaſt and ſtomach. Theſe 
ſymptoms, continued the ſame next day, 
but became more ſevere on the 14th, and 
remained ſo the three following days, on 
the laſt of which he became feveriſh, and 
there was an eruption of red ſpots on the 
neck and breaſt, which laſted only a few 
hours. On the 18th and 19th, the ſymp- 
toms were milder, and he was thought to 

| | be 


be recovering; but in the night between 
the 19th and 20th, he was ſeized with a 
ſevere pain, which he referred to the left 
hypochondrium. This continued between 
five and fix hours, and he then became ſud- 
denly faint, and loſing all ſenſe and mo- 
tion was thought to be in a ſwoon, but from 
this he never recovered. 

This is the account which I received 2 
the family and the medical gentleman. who 
attended, for. I did not ſee him during his 
illneſs ; and not having been ſent for till he 
was in extremities, be had. died before I 
arrived. ned 
Leave was 3 to examimethe * 
and the following appearances. were obſerv- 
ed. Upon laying open the abdomen, a large 
quantity of coagulated blood was diſcovered, 
covering the whole left ſide of the inteſtines. 
In exploring the ſource of this, ſeveral fiſ- 
ſures were obſerved in the left lobe of the 
liver, which were about two thirds of an 
inch in length, whence. the blood had. 
undoubtedly flowed, for they were found to 
lead to a cavity in the ſubſtance of the lobe 
of about the ſize of a pigeon's egg. and tull 
of blood. The peritonæum, on the ſurface.

of that part of the liver which was near one 
of the fiſfures, was raiſed from the liver like 
a bliſter, full of coagulated blood. Theſe 
appearances were on the lower ſurface of 
the lobe, but on the upper ſurface of the 
fame lobe there was one fiſſure, round which 
was 2 fimilar collection of blood between the 
peritonæum and the ſubſtance of the liver, 
and it led to a ſmall On RA near We 
ſurface of the liver, 

It would appear, that the accumulation of 
blood from the ruptured veſſels formed the 
cavities, and produced the pain by the 
gradual diſtention; and that the liver, being. 
at laſt lacerated, 'a ſadden effuſion of blood 
took place, which occaſioned death: There 
was no appearance of increaſed vaſcularity, 
tumefaction, or other marks of inflammation 
or abſceſs in the liver, but the whole fub- 
ftance of it was more foft and tender than 
natural. I found, upon enquiry, that he 
had never been affected with a rigor either 
at the beginning or during the-courſe- of his 
fHlneſs, though he was at all times remark- 
ably chilly, which ſeemed to be owing to 
general languor, and the n een of 


his conſtitution.

As che liver has been known to be fiſ - 
ſured by external violence “, I made particu- 
lar enquiry reſpecting this point, and was 
informed, that two or three days after he 
was taken ill, one of his ſchool-fellows gave 
him a puſh, but of which he did not com- 
plain much, and alſo that juſt before the 
faintneſs which preceded death, he had 
fallen over the left. ide of the bed, which 
was a very low one. As there were ſymp+ 
toms of the. diſeaſe previous to either of = 
theſe accidents, and as ſuch-accidents hap+ 
pen in innumerable inſtances without any 
ſuch conſequence; I believe that no one will 
aſcribe the rupture of the blood yeſlels to an 
external cauſe, though this might ſomewhat 
haſten the fatal termination of the diſorder, 
There was no external livor, or other mark 
of injury either on the adjacent ee, or 
on the ſpleen or inteſtines 

It ſeems maſt probable therefore, that the 
rupture and conſequent hæmorrhage were 
owing to the weak ſtructure of the liver, which 
correſponded with the general weakneſs of 
this young perſon's frame,

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It would + appear that it is this weakneſs, 
proceeding from a too great tenuity of the 
coats of the veſſels, that chiefly conſtitutes the 
ſcrofulous habit, of which the principal ſymp- 
toms ſeem referrible to a rupture of the ſmal- 
ter ſeries of veſſels either circulatory or lym- 
phatic, and the conſequent effuſion either of 
red blood or colourleſs flu ids, occaſioning ſome- 
times hemorrhages, but more frequently in- 
terſtitial or glandular depoſits. "The fine ſkin 
and ſilky hair obſervable in ſuch” habits are 
farther 1 in proof of this. 

We found that this affection of the liver 
was not th only organic derangement of the 
viſcera in this caſe, for the kidney of the 
ſame ſide was almoſt. entirely obliterated, 
and inſtead of it we found a ſtrong thick 
white membrane in form of a bag, of an 
irregularly round ſhape when inflated. ' It 
contained a ſmall quantity of fluid like pale- 
coloured urine, and ſome flat portions of 
what I took for the remains of the glandular 
part of the kidney adhered to it. I did not 
meaſure its capacity, but it ſeemed capable 
of containing about half a pint of water. The 
other kidney was larger than natural, and 


upon ſqueezing the tubuli uriniferi, a fluid 
like

like pus mixed with urine iſſued from them; 
but in other reſpects it ſeemed ſound. _.... 
As fax as my reading gocs, I have not 
met with any morbid affection of the liver 
ſimilar to, that above deſcribed, or have I 
ever ſeen or heard of ſuch a caſe, which has 
made me think that ĩt might deſerye a place 
in ſome regiſter of facts. It has indeed been 
alleged, that there is not much utility! in 
recording extraordinary and anomalous caſes, 
as they are ſeldom the objects; of practice, 
But if there is any juſtice in this remark, it 
applies rather to unuſual combinations of 
ſymptoms, than to morbid appearances de- 
tected by diſſection ; for as the number of 
bodies that are | inſpected is comparatively 
imall, there is reaſon to preſume, that, in 
the numberleſs others which, are not exa- 
mined, there may be many among them 
ſimilarly affected. | 
With regard to the morbid changs : in * 

kidyoy, I, once, ſaw a caſe exactly ſimilar 
in an adult ſubject who died of phthiſis pul- 
monalis; and it is remarkable, that in 
neither caſe was there any ſymptom of 
urinary complaint; but it may be queſtion- 
ed, whether the complaints of the ſtomach, 
to which this young perſon was ſubject, did 
C 4 not 
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not ariſe from che Aſeaſed ſtate of the kid. 
ney. I learn from Dr. Baillie's Morbid 


Anatomy *, that ſuch changes in the kid- 
ney are not unuſual, and that they are pro+

Some were of pale /phlegmatic. tempera- 
ments, but this was by no means the caſo 
generally; ; for many were fine, healthy, 
robuſt children. $6-$502.8- 

The diſeaſe crept on the patient almoſt 
imperceptibly, beginning with a hoarſeneſ 
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or wheezing, a ſhort dry cough, and ſome- 
times a rattling in the throat when aſleep; 
Theſe ſymptoms were at firſt but little at- 
tended to, owing to the general health of 
the child appearing good, the countenance 
not altered, the appetite and ſpirits nearly 
as uſual, excepting at intervals. As the diſ- 
eaſe advanced, the wheezing became more 
obſervable, the cough more or leſs trou- 
bleſome, the voice in coughing or ſpeaking 
acquired a ſhrill found, reſpiration was 
performed with a wheezing or ſometimes 
croaking noiſe, and at length grew very 
diſtreſsing and laborious. At the beginning, 
or in ſlighter cafes, the ſound of inſpiration 
reſembled the paſsing of air through a 
piece of muſhn; afterwards it was as if 
the noiſe came from a brazen tube. The 
cough was attended with a peculiar ſhrill 
ſound, even at an early period of the diſ- 
eaſe *, as well as the voice, where there 
was not a perfect hoarſeneſs T. I have

the noiſe which a fowl makes when caught 
in the hand, or having upon it the diſeaſe 
to which that claſs of animals is ene 
called the croak. 

This peculiarity, however, is not eaſily 
exptedia by words, but a knowledge of it is 
readily acquired by obſervation. I have 
known the found of the cough alone greatly 
ſhock an unfortunate parent, who had al- 
ready loſt one child with the complaint. 

It ſometimes happened, that ſymptoms 
which appeared trifling for two or three 
days ſuddenly increaſed, and the diſeaſe 
advanced ſo rapidly, as to prove fatal be- 
fore many hours had elapſed. See Caſe 1. 
The difficulty of breathing ſtruck me 
as being different from what we uſually ob- 
ſerve, when there is an inability fully to 
expand the lungs; for in the croup the 
peculiar manner in which the patient 
breathed indicated an obſtruction in the 
paſſage of the air to the lungs. See Caſe 9. 

In ſome of the patients this ſymptom 
increaſed very much by paroxyſms, occa- 
ſioning extreme anxiety and inquietude, 
ſo that they ſeemed at theſe times to be 
in danger of immediate ſuffocation, Y 
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All the ſymptoms were worſe during the 
night throughout the diſeafe.,, ' : 

At firſt the cough was dry. but in tho 

courſe of the diſeaſe, viz. by the third day, 
or ſooner, the paſſage of the air was ob- 
ſtructed by viſcid matter in the trachea, 
ſome of which was occafionally thrown up 
by cough or retehing; and according to 
the quantity thrown up reſpiration was 
more or | leſs relieved. Several children 
brought up portions of a film, or mem- 
brane of a whitiſh colour, reſembling the 
coagulated matter which was found in the 
trachea of thoſe children whoſe bodies were 
opened. This was thrown off by violent 
coughing or retching; and the efforts made 
to diſlodge it were often ſo diſtreſsing, that the 
child appeared almoſt in a ſtate of ſtrangu : 


lation. This was ſucceeded by an abate, 


ment of all the ſymptoms, until a freſh 


quantity of the ſame ſubſtance was formed, 
when the diſtreſs recurred as before. 


- Moſt of the caſes which occurred in No- 
vember, and afterwards, were attended with- 
inflammation and ſwelling of the tonſils,

were formed on the tonſils. The ſwal- 
lowing was uſually leſs impeded than might 
have been expected from the degree of diſ- 
eaſe which ' exiſted in the throat. Dr. 
Cullen obſerves, 4 when the internal fauces 
are viewed, they are ſometimes without 
« any appearance of inflammation, but fre- 
&« quently a redneſs and even a ſwelling ap- 
« pear:” (See Firſt Lines). But much more 
_ diſeaſe in theſe parts accompanied the croup 
in many of the cafes which ane in 
this neighbourhood. 

By the end of the ſecond, or on the: third 
day, ſymptoms of affection of the ſyſtem took 
place, as white tongue, thirſt, - increaſed 
heat, and frequent pulſe ; and the diſeaſe 
advanced rapidly, not merely from violent 
general affection, but from the influence 
it had on the organs of refpiration, the 
difficulty of breathing becoming now very 
diſtreſsing, the countenance being often 
fluſhed, attended with great inquietude and 
a continual inclination to change from place 
to place.

The 6 were retained throughout the 
diſeaſe, until the child was at the point 
of death, which was preceded by the red 
fluſhing of the face changing to a livid hue, 
and the hands at the ſame time acquired 
the ſame colour. I he patient was cut off 
apparently by ſuffocation. 
In the firſt Caſe the diſeaſe . ee 
ſatally on the third day. None of the pa- 
tients whom I have attended have died at 
an earlier period. Although the patient 
has been ſaid to have ſometimes died within 
twenty - four or thirty hours after the diſeaſe 
began, yet I have found upon cloſer ex- 
amination, that the diſeaſe had exiſted 
longer, and that the attack had been care- 
leſsly dated from the time that ſevere ſym- 
toms. appeared. A more ſpeedy termina- 
tion of the croup is however mentioned by 
ſome phyſicians, who have written on the 
diſeaſe.

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The affetion of the ſyſtem was different 
in degree, and irregular in its progreſs. It 
uſually increaſed towards night. In ſome 
of the earlier caſes this wore rather an in- 
flammatory appearance, and the ſkin was 
hot and dry. Afterwards however, this 
was not obſervable, and the ſkin was often 
relaxed and moiſt throughout the diſeaſe. 
This morbid affection of the ſyſtem in 
the croup appears to be ſymptomatic. - I 
have not ſeen any danger: ariſing merely 
from thefe ſymptoms, which commonly 
took place in a degree proportionate to 
the ſtate of reſpiration. The danger is 
not to be eſtimated by the general ſtate 
of the body; for there may be imminent 
danger, although hardly any ſymptoms of 
general diſeaſe have been obſerved. Sce 
Caſe 1. It is particularly neceſſary for thoſe 
practitioners, who have ſeen but little of 
the croup, to attend to this. If they expect 
to meet with a conſiderable aſſection of the 
ſyſtem, they will not be aware, that 
ſo formidable a diſeaſe has begun its pro- 
greſs, ſince for the firſt day or two the 
child has only a flight cough and hoarſe- 
neſs, is in good ſpirits, perhaps even run-

ning about the room and enjoying its 
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amuſements; many inſtances. of which 1 
have known. | 

The ſame appearances . been bound 
upon diſſection by the different practioners, 
who have examined the bodies of children 
who have died of the croup, ſo that no 
doubt remains with regard to the feat of 
the diſeaſe. - I had an opportunity of ex- 
aming three, and found a film or mem- 
branous ſubſtance lining the cavity of the 
trachea: in two of them this was lying

Home, the firſt Author who has diſtinguiſh+ 
ed it from other inflammatory affections of 
the throat, and he has called it ſuffocatio 
ſtridula.

Several of my patients had, notwithſtanding,

Indeed ſpaſm arid fication are two 
diſeaſes ſo totally different from each other, 
that there does not appear to me any pro- 
priety in deſcribing under, one name two 
diſeaſed actions which in their nature are 
ſo diſtinct. That there is a diſeaſe called 
Croup, in which there is an inereaſed ſe- 
cretion from the mucous glands of the tra- 
chea, and alſo a membrane: like ſubſtance 
formed on its ſurface; is ſufficiently proved 
by the obſervation of different practitioners. 
Now if ſimilar external marks of diſeaſe oc- 
caſionally ariſe where there are none of theſe 
internal morbid appearances, may we not 
conclude, that theſe are two diſeaſes which 
in their nature are totally diſtin&t from 
each other, rather than two ſpecies» (or 
modifications) of the ſame diſeaſe ?

It appears to me that the Croup is an 
inflammation of its own kind. If it con- 


ſiſted in common inflammation, we might 


expect to find the ſame appearances (that 


is, the ſame kind of concretion on the ſur- 
face of the trachea) every day, as its mu- 


cous membrane is fo frequently the ſub- 
je of inflammation attended with an in- 
creafed ſecretion. The matter, however, of 
which this ſubſtance is formed, poſſeſſes · 
different properties from thoſe of the mu- 
cus which is thrown out upon the mem- 


brane of the noſe, or of the trachea in 


common catarrhal affections. 
I think it probable, that the film which 


we. find in the Croup is not formed by a ſe- 


cretion from the mucous glands, but is 
an exſudation from the exhalant arteries. 
Upon this. principle we can more eaſily 
account for ſuch film not being found in 
common catarrhal affections, in which the 
mucous glands are perhaps more the ſeat 
of the diſeaſe. It is, therefore, analogous 
to the inflammatory exſudation in the 1n- 
flammation of other internal membranes: 
firſt deſcribed by the late Dr. Hunter.

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The Croup has been ſometimes thought 
infectious, but 1 have not been able to form 
a: decided opinion upon this point. Some 
circumſtances render it probable, as two 
and ſometimes three children in the ſame 
family have been ſeized with it. But on 
the other hand, I have at different times 
ſeen two or three in a family eſcape, 
while one or two of the others have died 
of it, without any pains being taken to 
keep thoſe who were in health from the 
ſick. When a diſeaſe is epidentic, it is 
ſometimes difficult to determine whether it 
be communicated by infection; or whether 
fereral people have the diſeafe in conſe- 
quence of their being expoſed to the ſame 
exciting cauſe. It is rather remarkable, 
that although there were between twenty 
and thirty children in our workhouſe, only 
one had the diſeaſe. Upon the whole, 


I met with above forty caſes. The Croup 
has but rarely made its appearance in this 
neighbourhood, My father, who has been 
in conſiderable practice here above forty 
years, does not recollect ſeeing more than 
eight or ten caſes. 
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the more ſo when I contidered the kind of 
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Hiring: . the hiſtory of the firſt - 


eight caſes, it is unneceſſary to particula- 
tize here what is there related with re- 


gard to the treatment; The event of theſe, 
and of many more caſes which I after- 
wards met with, convinced me that the 
adage “ fi quid movendum, principio mo- 
vendum,” was in no inſtance more appli- 
cable than in reference to the preſent diſ- 
eaſe, —Yet the trifling appearance of the 
Croup in its early ftage ſo rarely excited 
the apprehenſions of parents, that I had 
very little opportunity of fairly trying the 
effect of medicine, until the diſeaſe had 


advanced to ſuch an height as too fre- 


quently to baffle all our exertions. The 
antiphlogiſtic plan (particularly bleeding 


from near the part) if adopted at the com- 


mencement of the diſeaſe; appeared to me .

A GIRL, * four years —_— was tn. 
March 9, 1793, with a. wheezing and very 
flight cough; her conſtitution in every other 
reſpect being healthy. March 12, I. acct 
dentally faw her, and, being ſtruck with 
the manner in which ſhe.breathed, I noticed 
this circumſtance to the mother, WhO ſaid 
that the child was pretty well in health, 
but had had a very ſlight, cough, and had 
breathed with this kind of difficulty for two 
or three days, and now and then, during 
this period, had had an inclination to retch.

 T have here given a faithful hiſtory of the 
Croup as it fell within my own experience, 
with an account of the remedies which 1 
have made ufe of.

After giving this account of the appear- 
ances upon diſſection, it may perhaps not be 
improper to take a ſhort view of the prin- 
bipal theories which have been formed about 
the cauſe of this diſeaſe, and ſee how far the 
appearances a to waſpper or” invalidate"

It was the opinion T. Dr. Mead, and his 
authority made it at one time pretty gene- 
rally received, that Diabetes depended on a 
morbid ſtate of the liver and bile. He was 
led to this idea from having found in the 
livers of perſons who had been afflicted with 
Diabetes, what he has called ſteatomatous 
collections. That the liver may be diſeaſed 
where there i is Diabetes, will readily be 
granted, but that a diſeaſed ſtate of the 
liver is neceſſary in order to produce Dia- 
betes, is certainly without foundation. The 
liver, in the eaſe which we have related, 
was perfectly ſound, and the bile had no 
uncommon appearance. In other caſes of

upon examination, to be in a healthy-itates 
In thoſe caſes of Diabetes, therefore, where 
the liver has been diſcovered to have been 
diſeaſed; it ſhould be conſidered as an acci- 
dental concurrence, and not that there had 
been any neceſſary connection between the 
one diſeaſe and the other. 
It was the opinion of the late celebrated 
Dr. Cullen, and the ſame idea was after- 
wards proſecuted with more minuteneſs by 
Dr. Dobſon *, that Diabetes depended on 
the chyle not being aſsimilated into the 
nature of blood, but that circulating in the 
blood veſſels as chyle, it was ſtrained off by 
the kidneys in the form of ſweet urine. It 
is evident that this opinion is founded upon 
the ſuppoſition that chyle contains ſo large 
a proportion of ſaccharine matter, as to be 
capable of communicating a ſweet taſte to 
the urine when med with it.

chyle was: mixed with an equal proportion 
of water, the mixture was perfectly inſipid.

in man cannot be ſuppoſed to differ from

| © Theſe twe dogs were fed upon animal food. About 
the time of this Volume of the Medical and Chirurgical 
TranſaQions being ſent to the Preſs, I taſted the chyle of a 
dog which had been fed upon bread with butter very thinly 
ſpread upon it. The chyle ſeemed to me to be a little 
ſweeter than in one of the former experiments where 'the 
dog was fed upon meat; but if this chyle had been mixed 
with an equal proportion of ſerum, or of urine, it would 
not have imparted the ſlighteſt degree of ſweet taſte to them.

It has been ſuppoſed, by a lite very in- 
ious author *, that Diabetes is produced 
in conſequence of chyle paſsing by a retro- 
grade motion of the abſorbent veſſels from 
the lacteals into the lymphaties of the kid - 
neys or the bladder. This opinion proceeds, 
like the former, upon the idea that chyle 
contains ſo much ſaccharine matter as to be 


capable of communicating a ſweet taſte to 
the urine when mixed with it, which we 
Have already ſhewn' to be ill founded; If it 


be ſaid that the chyle in diabetic patients is 
much ſweeter than that of perſons in health, 
it ſeems to me that there can be no ſatisfac- 


tory evidence of the truth of this opinion, 
except what ariſes: from an examination of 


the chyle itſelf.

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The oeſophagus, the ſtomach, and the in- 
teftinal canal, which are capable of an 
antiperiſtaltic motion, have been brought 
into compariſon with the abſorbent veſſels, 
as being ſimilar to them in ſtructure, and an 
argument in favour of the retrograde action 
of the abſorbents has been founded upon 
this analogy. Theſe parts bear however but 
* a very remote analogy to each other, either 
in ſtructure or in uſe, and therefore an argu- 
ment built upon this analogy would ſeem 
to be inconcluſive.

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Were the rate of abſorption from the 
ſtomach and the inteſtines even much leſs 
than it is known to be, I ſhould be more 
apt to believe that the quick evacuation of 
urine, after. a perſon has drank a conſider- 
able quantity of aqueous fluids, was owing 
to a ſympathy between this ſtate of the 
ſtomach and the kidneys, than to a retro- 
grade action of the abſorbent veſſels. There 
is 2 general communication of ſtrength to 
the ſyſtem when the ſtomach has received 
plenty of food after-much faſting, long be- 
fore the food can have been converted into 
chyle, and carried into the general circula- 
tion.

I cannot avoid thinking, that the quick evacuation of 
urine, after watery fluids have been drank, has been in ſome- 
degree miſunderſtood. It is a certain time, not very incon- 
fiderable, after the firſt quantity of aqueous fluids has been 
drank, before urine is made; but more aqueous fluid being 
drank with frequent repetition, the blood ſoon receives a ſu- 
perabundant quantity of water, and this is thrown out by 
the urinary paſſages at very ſhoxt intervals. What has been 
laſt drank, is not to be fuppoſed to, be evacuated, but a cer» 
tain quantity of water is ſeparated by the kidneys from the 
general ſtore of water which had been accumulated in the 
blood veſſels.

EE and ee en were 
epidemical at Aleppo, in the year 1765. 
They both made their appearance about 
the ſame time in December of the pre- 
ceding year, and gradually increaſed through 
January, February, and part of March. 
The Meaſles diſappeared in April, while the 

Small-pox lingered till the ſummer olſtice. 
Till the month of March both diſeaſes 
were, in general, of a favourable kind. The 
eruption in the Meaſles. commonly happened 
on the evening of the third, or morning 
of the fourth day. The eruptions were 
firſt viſible on the face; and began to fade 
every where on the ſixth or ſeventh day, 
but ſeldom diſappeared entirely ſooner_than 
the tenth. They were rather more promi- 
nent than thoſe which I had obſerved in 
Europe, and the branny ſkurf left on the

Aſter his return to town he related this

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Even when the body is in a morbid ſtate, 1 
have never but in two caſes met with urine 
which gave ſigns of a diſengaged Alkali, 
One of them was that of a young man la- 
bouring under phthifis pulmonalis; the other 
that of a middle aged woman, in a con- 
tinued fever. It ſeems probable, therefore, 
that the irritating property of the urine in 
this diſeaſe depends upon the acid, and that 
the Alkali acts by neutralizing it. That the 
acid of the urine is, by the uſe of the Alkali, 
either neutralized or prevented from being 
formed, is a matter of demonſtration, for 
under the uſe of it the urine loſes its power 
of reddening the blue vegetable teſts. * 

I amr informed by Dr. George Fordyce, 
that the mild vegetable Alkali, or Kali, bas 
in ſome. caſes been found to have a power 
over the ftone equal to the fame Alkali in 
its pure or cauſtic ſtate, The latter how- 
ever acts in ſuch ſmall quantities, that the 
effect does not ſeem to be in proportion to 
its abſorbent property. 

As it might be preſumed from analogy, 
that calcined magneſia would have the ſame 
medicinal effe& as the pure Alkalies and

Alkali over other abſorbent ſubſtances de- 
pend upon a chemical fact diſeovered by 
Scheele, that the acid of the urme has a 
weaker affinity with Alkalies, than even the 
carbonic acid ? For while this acid is com- 
bined with an alkali or earth, theſe ſub. 
ſtances cannot act as abſorbents with regard 
to an acid which has a weaker affimty, -_ 

The property of the urine by which it 
ſtimulates the ſurface of the urinary paſſages, 
cannot be reckoned morbid, any more than 
the acidity upon which it depends; fot a 
certain degree of ſpeeiſie ſtimulus is neceſ- 
ſary to every ſpecies of animal fluid, in 
order to excite the contractions of their con- 
taining cavities: and veſſels, either for the 
purpoſe of expulſion or propulſion, in which 
their reſpective functions conſiſt, There are 
other contents in the urine, ſuch as com- 
mon ſalt, the phoſphoric and ammoniacal 
ſalts, which have more ſenſible acrimony 
than this acid ; but it does not follow that 
they have more effect in ſtimulating. the 
bladder, for the peculiar power of fluids in 
ſtimulating their containing veſſels and

acrimony, The natural ſtate of the urine.

. throw light alſo on a circumſtance 
known to moſt practitioners, that the alka- 
line medicines given as lithontriptics miti- 
gate and even remove the ſymptoms of the 
complaint, though the ſtone remains un- 
diminiſhed in the bladder.

One of the moiſt remarkable inſtances. of

In reaſoning upon theſe facts, the moſt 
obvious idea that preſents itſelf is, that theſe 
medicines act by deſtroying acidity. But 
on account of their acrimony, the quantity 
in which they can be taken is ſo ſmall, that 
this abſorbing power, with regard to the 
general 
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mach of animals. This property in'rumi- 
nating animals is confined to the' digeſting 
ſtomach, and is found not only in the 
ſtomachs of thoſe recently killed, but of 
thoſe which have been preſerved in pickle 
as in that of a calf which has been eured 
for rennet. There can be no doubt but the 
power which this poſſeſſes of coagulating 
milk is part of the digeſtive faculty in- 
herent in it: and tliough this faculty in its 
full extent has been abundantly proved by 
Dr. Fordyce * to depend upon the living 
power, yet it is evident, from the ſtomach 
of the calf retaining the ooagulating pro- 
perty ſo long, that this is an effect purely 
chemical, that is, conſiſting in the mutual 
action of dead matter upon dead matter. It 
would be loſing time to purſue theſe ſpecu- 
lations any farther, for the practical con- 
cluſions do not at all depend upon them, 
but upon obſervation and experience. 

The only other remark I know of, relating 
to this part of the ſubject, is, that Lime 
Water is ſometimes eminently uſeful in 
chronic dyſenteries of the lienteric kind, 
and it probably acts by correcting tlie func-

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. contents of the ſtomach, is too in- 
conſiderable to account for the effect; and 
if it depended upon this alone, the mild 
alkalies, magneſia, and the common cal- 
careous earth, ought to have much greater 
power, as they can be taken in much 
greater quantities. This however is not the 
caſe, except in ſome of the complaints of 
children depending on acidity, which are 

cured by large doſes of the earthy abſor- 

bents. But in the chronic diſeaſes of the 
ſtomach in adults, theſe have merely a pallia - 
tive effect, while the pure Alkalies and 

Lime Water have an evident effect in cor- 

recting the function itſelf of the ſtomach, 


"A and thereby producing permanent relief. 


But though theſe medicines cannot be 
adminiſtered in ſufficient quantity to have 
a ſenſible effect on the contents of the 
ſtomach, conſiſting of the ingeſia rendered 
acid by vitiated digeſtion, yet it 1s conceiv- 
able, and even highly probable, that they 
may act on what may be called the gaſtric 
acid, which may be ſecreted in ſo concen- 
trated a ſtate, or in ſuch quantity, as to 
conſtitute diſeaſe.

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The only other diſeaſe, ſo far as I know, 
in which the medicines in queſtion have 
been ſuppoſed to be beneficial, is the gout, 
and next to calculous complaints their vir- 
tues in this, I believe, have been moſt ge- 
nerally allowed. But as it was my inten- 
tion to point out only ſuch effects as have 
been leſs commonly attended to, I ſhall not 
enlarge upon this, and thall only remark, 
that in ſome caſes they ſeemed to protract 
the intervals of this diſeaſe, while in others 
my expectations were entirely diſappointed.

On both 
occaſions, after the diſeaſe was removed, 
the continued for ſome time extremely 
weak.

fatal, began about the firſt of November, 
1795. | She had violent pain of the ſtomach 
and bowels, more eſpesially on the left 
ſide, acoompanied with vomiting and ob- 
ſtinate coſtiveneſs. Evacuatians. from, the 
bowels were procured by purgative medi- 
eines of obnſiderable power. Theſe ſtools 
at firſt had a foetid. offenſive ſmell ; but 
after ſome time conſiſted merely of blood, 
and were very numerous for many days, 
on ſome days amounting at leaſt to forty. 
The blood evacuated from the bowels be- 
came at length mixed with a kind of 
watery: fluid exceedingly offenſive to the 
ſmell, and what ſeemed to be mucus.

but, at length, this ſymptom very much 
ſubſided, and ſhe was nouriſhed with -miit- 
ton broth, jellies, coffee, &c. Within fours 
teen days of her death, the pain in het 
ſtomach and bowels alſo diminiſhed, ex. 
cept on the left ſide, where it remained 
without abatement. Towards the end of 
the complaint, the vomiting returned. She 
had a ſucceſsion of cold and hot fits; her 
body and legs ſwelled; and ſhe was trou- 
bled with hickup and phlegm riſing in her 
throat. / What the could take of medi- 
cine or nouriſhment, at this time, excited 
almoſt immediately the bowels to an eva- 
cuation by ſtool.

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ſtance, which Sir Walter Farquhar was ſo 
obliging as to ſend for my examination, I 
thought that it muſt have been fome mo- 
dification of the coagulable lymph thrown 
out by the veſſels of the inner membrane 
of the great Inteſtine; for I did not con- 
ceive it poſsible that it could be a part of 
the great Inteſtine itſelf,” Still it appeared 
to be very different from any lamina formed 
by the coagulable lymph which I, had ever 
obſerved. I therefore examined it, with 
a good deal of attention, and was ſoon 
convinced that it was really a portion of 
the colon. 1 obſerved clearly the inner 
membrane, having very much the ſame 
appearance which it has commonly in that 
Inteſtine, I then traced the circular muſcular 
fibres with the moſt ſatisfactory degree of diſ- 
tinctneſs.

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en upon the inſide of the Inteſtine 
could exhibit this diſtin and peculiar or- 
ganization of ſtructure, which 10 
only to one part of the Inteſtinal canal. 
As leave could not be obtained to ex- 
amine the body after death, notwithſtand- 
ing the moſt preſsing intreaties, we can- 
not tell what change had taken place in 
the cavity of the abdomen; and it is ha- 
zardous to indulge in conjecture. It is not 
unreaſonable however to fuppoſe, that a 
violent inflammation had taken place in « 
. conſiderable part of the great Inteſtine, 
which had thereby loft its living princi- 
ple; and that during this mffammation, 
a layer of coagulable lymph was formed 
round the gut, and incloſed it as a cafe. 
This coagulable lymph wouid foon be con- 
verted into a fort of membrane, and the 
dead part of the gut would be thrown off.

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In Dr. Hunter's collection of anatomi> 
cal preparations, there is a | ſubſtance very 
much. reſembling: gut, which had been diſ- 
charged during. a violent purging; and 
which I have examined very lately with 
attention. It is about ſix inches in length, 
and is not ſo. diſtinctly marked in its or- 
ganization as that deſcribed in the foregoing 
caſe; but. upon attentively looking at it, 
there can be diſcerned ſome muſcular 
fibres, the remains of the, appendiculæ 
epiploicæ, and a part of one of the longi- 
tudinal bands, which are the circumſtances 
characterizing the ſtructure of the great 
Inteſtines. Accompanying it, there is a 
conſiderable portion of the inner membrane 
of the Inteſtine, covered with a layer of 
coagulable lymph, which had been ſepa- 
rated and diſcharged by ſtool. The per- 
ſon from whom this portion of gut paſſed 
away lived two years afterwards ; but the 
particulars of his caſe haye not come to 
my knowledge. 

The cafe which makes the ſubject of this 
paper, and the other at which I have 
hinted, cannot be ſaid to lead to any im- 
mediate uſeful application in practice. 
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They are not however altogether un- 
important. T hey ſhew - the wonderful 
reſources of the animal economy, and 
rove that a perſon can continue to live 
1 25 three weeks after a very large portion. 
'of the great Inteſtines has been loſt ; and 
that a perſon can continue to live' for two 
years, and therefore probably for a much 
longer time after the loſs of at leaſt ſix 
inches of that bowel. This is a conclu- 
ſion to which the mind could never have 
been led by reaſoning, a priori. Any 
perſon, Jam perſuaded, perfectly acquaint- 
ed with phyſiology and pathology as far 
as they are at preſent known, would con- 
ſider it impoſsible that ſo large and ſo im- 
portant a part of the human body could 
have been loſt, and that ſtill proviſion 
ſhould have been made by the powers 
of the animal economy for continuing the 
functions of life during ſo long a period. 
I have ſearched into thoſe books in which 
it was moſt likely to find any caſe ſimi- 
lar to that which has been related in this 
paper, but I have met with none which

of them have been -very well deſcribed, 
and are very generally known. 

To the practical ſurgeon, it is in many 
caſes of more conſequence, to be acquainted

met with in the neck, and probably in 
other ſituations, Which 18 contained in 2 
eyſt, but is only lobfely attached to it;

- This ſpecies of enn muſt bebe: been 
frequently met with. It is, therefore, un- 
neceſſary to take up more time in giving 
a particular deſeription of it. The reaſon 
for mentioning it here is, to compare it 
with an incyſted Tumour of a rarer kind: 
and to point out, that in its removal it 
is unneceſſury to do more than divide the 
membranous covering, and diſengage it 
by the finger. The parts will atterwards 
heal very kindly, and may be united by 
the firſt intention, if proper means are 
taken for that purpoſe.

external appearance and 1nternal ſtructure 
to that juſt deſcribed, that I muſt con- 
ſider them as differing only in ſituation. 
This Tumour from its connection with the 


nerve produces ſymptoms peculiar to it- 
ſelf. It may, therefore, be conſidered in 


this point of view as à diſtinct diſeaſe; 
and as it is a very uncommon one, I ſhall 
give a particular deſcription of the caſes 
which I have met with, and an account 
of the operation for its removal.

of an elliptical form, and moveable in the 


ſurrounding parts, but principally in a la- 


teral direction. It was extremely painful 


when any thing preſſed againſt it, which 
made her very careful in defending it from 
external accident. It had been ſeveral 
years in arriving at this ſize, . but was 
now increaſing more rapidly, which in- 
duced her to - ſubmit to have it removed. 
The operation. was performed by Mr. 


Hunter, in which 1 aſsiſted him. | In the

operation, handling the tumour, or moving 
it from i its place, gave the moſt excruciating 
pain. When the Tiimour was fully ex- 
poſed, it had a” ſmooth ſhining external 
ſurface; and terminated "at its upper and 
lower ends in a ſtrong white chord, which 
proved to be the muſeulo-cutaneous nerve. 
Upon cutting into the Tumour, it was 
diſcovered to be incloſed in the nerve. 
This diſcovery was not made till the Tu- 
mour had been every where laterally diſ- 
1 from the ſurrounding parts. It 

was, therefore, thought prudent to remove 
the hebe by dividing the nerve at the 
two ends of the Tumour. The artery be- 
longing to the nerve bled ſo freely, that 
it became neceſſary to apply a ligature 
on both the cut ends of the nerve, as 
the artery itſelf could not be got at. An 
attempt was made to heal the wound by the 
firſt intention, which did not ſucceed; but it 
got well as ſoon as wounds of that ſize uſually 
do, by ſuppuration and granulation. The 
patient loſt the uſe of her forefinger and 
thumb, and there was a numbneſs in all 
the parts ſupplied by that nerve. The 
ſkin which covered them was unuſually 
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in ſmall ſcales. Before the operation, the 
pain was Hob confined to the Tumour, 
On. ex- 
| waining the Tumour, en found, that 
three inches in length of the nerve had 
been removed; that it was divided. into 
two portions, each of them very much flat- 
tened, and paſsing over two oppoſite ſides 
of the Tumour. There was alſo a ner- 
vous expanſion not thicker, than a com- 
mon membrane, which- completely inveſted. 
the whole of the Tumour ; and when 
that was divided, it could be readily ſe- 
parated every where, except at the ertre- 
mities, where the connection was damen 
ſtronger. 5 . 
When the Tumour was divided, mod the | 
cut ſurface accurately examined, it had the 
appearance, in the centre, of ſerpentine 
neryous fibres running in the courſe of 'the 
nerve. Theſe were ſeparated from each 
other, and the interſtices filled up with 
the ſubſtance of the Tumour ; but that 
part of the Tumour, which was exterior to 
theſe fibres had ſomething of a radiated 


ſtructure. 
| Peter 
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peter Coillot, a Frenchman, thirty-five 
years of age, was admitted a patient under 
my care in St. George's Hoſpital, July 
13, 1796, with a Tumour, which was 
ſituated in the middle of the hollow, be- 
tween the two folds of the armpit. When 
the arm was hanging down, it projected 
very little; but when the arm was raiſed; 
it became very prominent, that poſition 
of the parts bringing the Tumour forward. 
It admitted of lateral motion, which was, 
however, very confined, being juſt ſaffi- 
cient to aſcertain that it had no firm 
connection with the parts behind. 

The firſt ſymptom which he felt was 
a darting pain m the fingers of that hand:

RNokERT HERTSELL, | a ſhoemaker, aged 
30, was of a coſtive habit, but had ede 
enioyed good health. He uſed generally 

have three or four ſtools in the weck till within 
eight months of his death. From that p period 
he became much more coftive, beg a 


ſtool only once in a week, or ſometimes 


once in a fortnight. When he paſſed a ſtool 
he felt ſome pain at the lower part of the 
belly, The coſtiveneſs ſtill went on increaſ- 
ing, ſo that he had no evacuation by the 
bowels fornearly fifteen weeks before he died“. 
In this ſtate his belly began to ſwell, and at 
length arrived. at an enormous ſize. The 
diſtenſion of the belly ſeemed principally to 
be occaſioned by wind which had accumu- 
lated in the bowels.

reaction of the integuments of the belly 
upon removing from them the preſſure of 
the | fingers, as in a common bladder 
filled with air; and the patient often 
paſſed a conſiderable quantity of wind 
through the œſophagus.

He com- 
monly complained of a good deal of pain 
about the navel, and ſometimes over the 
whole abdomen. During the latter part of 
his illneſs, when the abdomen was ſwelled 
to a very large ſize; the periſtaltic: motion of 
the bowels could be diſtinctly ſeen through 
the parietes of the abdomen, and the bowels 
appeared evidently very much diſtended. 

The patient's: appetitc for food was, 
through the greater part of his illneſs, as 
good as in health; but within a fortniglit of 
his death it failed him.

A ſhort time before his death he became 
extremely emaciated in his face, and within 


the laſt 24 hours he complained of a very 


ſevere pain in the region of the ſtomach. 


During a part of his illneſs he was a patient 


under my care at St. George's Hoſpital. He 


was admitted March 8, 1797, and was diſ-

In reflecting upon this fingular caſe, the 
following obſervations naturally ariſe.

The chief defect 
of moſt of thoſe already an record, is the 
want of an accurate hiſtory of the previous 
ſymptoms and treatment. It is evident, 
that without this, the account of diſſec- 
tions, though ever ſo accurate, can be of 
little real utility, as the practitioner would 
not otherwiſe be enabled to recognize ſimi- 
Jar diſeaſes in the -living ſubject, ſo as to 
compare and apply theſe hiſtories to the 
caſes that may occur to him. | 
It has been my ſtudy, therefore, in the 
following caſes, to give as accurate an hiſtory 
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as poſsible of the previous illneſs, as well as

About five years before her death, being 
then 64 years of age, ſhe was ſuddenly 
ſeized with a fit of giddineſs and dinineſs 
of ſight, ſucceeded” by acute pain in the 
forehead, which remained for ſome time.

She had a ſimilar attack two years after the 
firſt, from which alſo the recovered to a 
certain degree.

She for ſome time ſaw objects double, but

I firſt viſited her on the 9th of March, 
1791, about ſixteen months before her 
death.

She continued in this ſtate till the firſt 
week of February 1792, when ſhe fecov- 
eted her-ſenſes: On the 4th of June fol- 
lowing ſhe bedame affected with giddineſs, 
redneſs of the eyes, and numbneſs of the 
hands. She expreſſed herſelf conſcious of 
approaching minic, and it came on with 
great violence, attended with ſymptoms of 
fever. On the 19th, the fevet encreaſed, 
with aphthous ſorts on the throat.

| The next caſe is that of an officer of the 
navy, Who had enjoyed a good ſtate of 
health through life, and was of temperate 
habits, but had undergone great fatigue and 
anxiety in the exerciſe of his profeſsion. 
He began tq complain in the beginning of 
February 1794, when thirty-three years of 
age, ofa ſlight pain, or rather confuſion in his 
head. His appetite became at the ſame time 
impaired, apd he was more thirſty than 
natural. Theſe complaints continued rather 
to increaſe, but were not ſo violent as to 
prevent him from doing his duty as an ac» 
| tire 
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tive officer till the 20th of April following. 
At that time he was ſeized with ſickneſs at 
the ſtomach, and pain in the balls of both 
eyes, particularly when he turned them to 
either ſide. This was the beginning of a 
febrile indiſpoſition, which canſined him to 
his hed, or cabin, for a fortnight. The 
complaint then took the ſarm of a tertian 
ague, for which he took the Peruvian bark, 
and ſoon recovered from it. But the uneaſi- 
neſs of his head continued, and he was ſo 
weak and emaciated that he did not under- 
take his duty till the 26th of May. 

A few days aſter this he was wounded in 
the celebrated hattle of the Iſt of June, by 
a langriſh ſhot, which divided the temporal 
artery. He loſt a great deal of blood, and 
the bone was injured ſo that part of it ex- 
foliated ſome weeks afterwards. The head- 
ach was not , materially increaſed by the in- 
flammation attending the wound, although 
he was in a ſtate of conſtant fatigue and 
anxiety from the high and reſponſible ſitua- 
tion which he held. He was not confined 
a ſingle day in conſequence of. this wound, 
and it healed immediately after the exfa,

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- Aftor this he was free from complaint, ſa 
as to go to ſea upon very active ſervice in 
ſeveral cruiſes, during which he had only a 
flight cold now and then, and a temporary 
head-ach, which was neither acute, nor 
fixed. He continued tq enjoy this ſtate of 
health till ke end? of December 1795, 
when in: a-craiſe on | the'»eqait gf France, 
attended with a great deal of harafsing duty, 
he was attacked with a complaint fimilae 
to that in ſpring +1794, but more ſevere, 
and attended with watchfulneſs, fluſhed face, 
and inflamed eyes, In this ſtate he went 
to Bath in the end of January 1796. He 
was. thete cupped in the neck, and was 
frequently purged by adminiſjering calomel, 
and to hous afterards an infuſion of ſenna, 
with manna and purging ſalts. From this 
treatment he leemed to receive relief, and 
after leaving Bath, he took the ſame pur- 
gative! daily for upwards. of three months. 
After this he was attacked with a ſevere 
geiles and obſtinate coſtiveneſs, 
Upon recovering/from this he was in faf- 
fo health to be able to roſume his duty 
in ſummer, 1706. He continued well till 
in a cruiſe off Breſt, in December 1796 
| he 
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he was again attacked with the pain of thy 
head in a ſtill more ſevere degree. From 
this he was never afterwards free, though it 
flubtuatet in poitit of feverity. 0 

I firſt viſited him profeſsionally about the 
middte of February 1797. Duting the 
courſe of my attendance, I found, together 
with the ſymptoms already deſcribed, the 
tongue conſtantly white, and the pulſe from 
80'to 90 ſtrokes in a minute. Theſe ſymp- 
toms” continued tlie fame during the re- 
mainder of his illneſs. He was not very 
ſenſible to light or noiſe; but extremely ſo 
to motion, Which ' produced | a yery uneaſy 
ſenſe of jarring in” his head. He uſed fre- 
quently to ſay, thit the pain was in a ſpot 
in the occiput, to which he put his hand. 
He ſaid, at other times, that the pain was 
diffuſed over the Whole head. He all along 
complained that it was particularly ſeyere 
upon going to ſtool. 

After being in town for a few days, he 
went to Tunbridge for the fake of retire- 
ment, and nothing remarkable happened 
till the middle of April, when he was ſeized 
with a ſpitting of blood, after having drank 
the Tunbridge waters a few times, It is very 
uncer- 
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uncertain whether the drinking of theſe 
waters had any connexion with that ſymp⸗ 
tom. Upon this he came to town, and the 
hæmorrhage diſappeared after taking for. a 
ſew days the remedies uſual in ſuch caſes. 
He continued to ſuffer extremely from the 


pain in his head, which he deſcribed as ex- 


cruciating, and ſuch as he hoped nobody be- 
fore had ever experienced. The only other 
ſymptom worth mentioning, was a ſmall 
degree of numbneſs and weakngis of the ſt 
hand. N 
In this ſtate he Ke ly vithout any 


material change till the end of May, and 


no relief was obtained. The medical treat: 
ment conſiſted chiefly of (bliſters and iſſues, 
together with the exhibiton of valerian, 
caſtor, and opiates; ſaline. antimonial, and 
laxative medicines were occaſianally given, 


with a view to palliate ſymptoms, and 
he was cupped on the head. He had en- 


tered on a- courſe of calomel in ſmall 
doſes, but had not continued it a ſufficient 
length of time, nor in ſuch quantity as to 
expect any benefit from it. He never was 
confined to bed till the , 30th of May, and 
Was in poſſeſsion of bis underſtanding till 
that 
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that time. on this day be was. ſuddenly 
ſeized in the evening with delirinm, which 
continued with violence for fourteen hours, 
He then recovered. his reaſon to a certain” 
degree, but during the greater part of the 
remainder of his life he remained generally 
in a ſtate pf delirium, or ſtupor. On the 
3d day. of June he became quite inſenlible, 
and died on the next day, 

The body was examined next day by Dr. 
Hunter, Mr. Earle, and myſelf. The ap- 
pearances were as follows:

matter adhered to the tumor; but whether 
this was merely from proximity, or that 
they were united in ſubſtance, could * 
from the ſoftneſs of the cerebellum, be 
clearly aſcertained. There was no pineal 
gland to be found, but whether this tumor 
itſelf was the pineal gland in a diſeaſed 
ſtate, or that by the ſize and preſſure of the 


tumor, that ſmall organ was deſtroyed and 
obli- 
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obliterated, muſt be matter of conjecture. 
As the tumor did not adhere to that part 
to which the pineal gland is attached, lam 
inclined. to the latter opinion. The ſub-⸗ 
ſtance of the brain in general was rather of 
a firmer conſiſtence than it is uſually found. 
In other reſpects the brain and ede 
appeared natural and ſound. _ 

The thorax: being; examined, there were. 
numerous tubereles on both ſides, ſuch as 
are found in the beginning of phthiſis pul 
monalis, There was rather more water than 
natural in the pericardium, and there Was 
much fat on the heart. 

The abdominal viſcera were in their na- 
tural ſtate. | 5 

Under the ſkin, 1 near the right mamma, 
was. a ſmall tumor, in ſize and conſiſtence 
not. unlike that which was. found in the. 
brain, but of a flat ſhape, and had a fac : It 
was ſofteſt in the centre. 

In reflecting on this caſe, it can hardly, 
be doubted that the tumor in the brain 
was the principal and perhaps primary cauſe 
of the ſymptoms, as well as of all the mor- 
bid appearances in the head. 


It 
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it may be of conſequence to etiquirs, 
whether if the cauſe had been known, any 
mode of treatment more promiſing of ſuc- 
ceſs could have been adopted. It Was a 
diſeaſe moſt probably out of the reach of 
art, but the only means that occur to me, 

either from experience or analogy, as ads 
viſeable, would have been a courſe of mer- 
cury at an early period of the complaint. 
We khow that this can, in other caſes, 
excite an abſorption of ſolid matter de- 
poſited i in diſeaſe, and Thave known tafes of 

chronic head-ach, though not of a venetcal 
nature, cured by courſes of mercury.” IT 

It has appeared it the hiſtory of the caſe, 
that the ſymptoms were at times greatly 
mitigated, and even as it were ſuſpended. 
The ” firſt interval of eaſe was after the 
wound, and it is not improbable that the 
loſs of blood, or ſubſequent ſuppuration, or 
both together, had a ſhare in produting 
this. If this was the. caſe, it ſuggeſts the 
propriety of large local bleeding and 
iſſues. 

The othet mtervi! was after tlie cb 
of medicine at Bath, and if this is imputa- 
ble to the mercurial purgatives, it may afford 
a far- 
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a farther indication regarding the treatment 
to thoſe who may hereafter meet with a 
ſimilar caſe. 

As far as I am converſant with the mor- 
bid appearances of the brain, the two pre- 
ceding caſes are very rare, and I have 
ſelected them as the moſt uncommon of 
any that have occurred to me. No other 
inſtance of the firſt has occurred either to 
my obſervation or reading. Of the ſecond 
there are ſeveral ſpecimens among the mor- 
bid preparations, in the collection of that 
celebrated anatomiſt Dr. William Hunter. 
Theſe were in the ſubſtance of the cerebrum. 
One occurred to myſelf, of which the fol- 
lowing were the moſt remarkable ſymptoms 
and appearances. The patient complained 
for ſix months before his death. During 
the firſt four months of this time, the 
ſymptoms conſiſted chiefly in long, fre- 
quent, and painful ſpaſms of the muſcles of 
the extremities of the left fide. He was 
attacked with a hemiplegia of that fide two 
months before his death, and had the uſual 
{ſymptoms of that complaint while he lived. 
The ſpaſms from that time ceaſed. Upon 
inſpection of the brain, there was found 

be. 
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between the lateral ventricle and the parie- 
tal bone, an extenſive ſinus, and à round 
tumor, like what has been deſcribed at that 
extremity of it which was configuous to the 
bone. The ſubject was a middle n man, 
much addicted to venery. 5 

In reviewing my notes on the ſubject of 
morbid, appearances of. the brain, the molt 


* intereſting caſe. beſides theſe, is that of a 
So | great thickening and hardneſs of the ſkull, 
4 with bony protuberances, ſome of which, 
5 were blunt and others tharp,, proceeding 
1 chiefly from the baſis of it.

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much excited or diſturbed, or when the cauſe 
of the diſeaſe ariſes to a great height. _ 

It ſometimes happens, that the brain is 
in a diſeaſed ſtate, even that of ſuppuration, 
abſceſs; bloody or ſerous effuſion, without 
any head-ach. 

On the other hand, the alen head: 
achs with which people are affected, ſeem 
to be ſeated in the integuments of the 
head. The ſeat of that kind called hemi- 
crania is certainly in thefe parts; for there 
is a great tenderneſs on external preſſure; 
and as there is ſometimes an obſcure redneſs 
of the ſkin; and a ſuffuſion of the eye, it 
would appear that the proximate. cauſe is a 
too great fulneſs, or error loci, in the cir- 
culating veſſels. This ſtate of the veſſels 
ſeems to be induced rather by a weakneſs 
of the veſſels than too great action, for 
evacuations arę in general of more hurt than 
benefit, and if it is relieved, or cured, it is 
by remedies of an oppoſite nature. This 
complaint, particularly when periodical, is 
often ſucceſsfully treated by adminiſtering 
valerian freely, conjoining with it occaſion» 
ally Peruvian bark and ſteel. 
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One of the moſt common morbid appear - 
ances, upon inſpecting caſes of chronic head- 
ach, is a thickening of the membranes of 
the brain, owing probably to a ſlow inflam- 
mation. The caſes in which mercury has 
been found ſucceſsful, have moſt probably 
been of this kind. It ſeems to act here, as it 
perhaps does in the venereal diſeaſe, by excit- 
ing abforption, and in both the moſt fucceſs- 
ful method of introducing it is by friction. 

There are many cafes of head-ach de- 
pending on indigeſtion, and the ſeat of 
theſe ſeems to be the integuments, as there 

is generally in ſuch caſes a tenderneſs to the 
external touch. 

One of the principal difficulties in prac- 
tice is to difcriminate thoſe caſes of head- 
ach which depend on the ſtomach, from 

' thoſe depending on ſome affection of the 
part itſelf; and it may be affirmed in ge- 
neral, that one of the chief cauſes of am- 
biguity, in aſcertaining the ſeat and cauſes 
of diſeaſes, ariſes from the mutual conſent 
reſulting from the nice dependance of every 
part and function upon every other part 
and function, a dependance which in health 
is eſſential to the exiſtence and welfare of 
2 the 
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the whole ſyſtem. In conſequence of this 
connexion, one organ draws another into 
ſufferance, and renders it difficult to aſcer- 
tain which of them is primarily affected. 

There is perhaps no part of morbid 
anatomy better underſtood than the con- 
nexion of the common hemiplegia with. a 
certain diſeaſed ſtate of the brain, but 
there are many other affections of this 
organ of which pry hiſtory is . de- 
fective. | 

The ſymptoms attending . of the 
brain are head-ach, vertigo, delirium, 
ſpaſms, convulſions, palſy, mental de- 
rangement, and imbecillity. If the mor- 
bid hiſtory of the brain were perfect, we 
ſhould be able, from the hiſtory of the 
various combinations, the duration, and ſuc- 
ceſsions of theſe, to infer the internal change 
which produces them. The actual ſtate of 
our knowledge however is ſuch, as to leave 
us in great doubt and uncertainty on this 
ſubject. 

From what has been ſaid, it will appear 
how important it is to connect the hiſtories 
of diſeaſes with diſſections, and how much 
is wanting in order to exhibit in this, as

Ir is not, I believe, a common opinion 
among practitioners of medicine, that Ery- 
ſipelas is a contagious diſeaſe. 1 ſhall 
therefore mention ſeveral facts, which ſeem 
to me to prove, that it may, ſometimes at 
leaſt, be communicated from one perſon to 
another. 

On the 30th of dan 1796, 1 viſited 
William Emerton, of about 60 years of age, 
who had been afflicted for ſeveral days with 
Eryſipelas upon one of his legs. Veſicles 
were formed upon the inflamed part, and 
the ſurface of the ſkin beneath them 
was black. His pulſe was frequent and 
feeble, and he was ſomewhat delirious. A. . 
few days afterwards, he was ſent to St. Bar- 
tholomew's hoſpital, white I am e 
he died. | 

On the 10th of the next month I was 
deſired to ſee his widow. I found her 


— under the ordinary ſymptoms or 
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What is commonly termed a low ſever, wnen 
it is likely ſoon to prove fatal. . There were, 


beſides, upon ' ſeveral parts of her ſkin, 


irregularly ſhaped patches, of a bright red 


colour, and of the ſize nearly of à half. 


crown piece; but the parts ſo affected were 
not elevated, and gave no pain upon being 


touched. One of her arms, however, was 
conſiderably ſwelled, and appeared livid, ; 
but there was no viſible diſeaſe of the outer 
ſurface of the true ſkin of the arm, nor was 
the ſcarf-ſkin ſeparated from it. She died 
in the courſe of the ſame day. Now as

this woman had been conſtantly in the ſame 


room with her huſband, during the time he 


had been ill at bome, and fell ſick a few days 


after his removal, and as her diſorder bore 
ſome reſemblance to Eryſipelas, I was in- 


duced to think it probable, that Eryſipelas 
might be communicated from one perſon to 
another; not recollecting at that time that 


a ſimilar opinion had been advanced by the 


late Dr. Cullen, of Edinburgh. My conjec- 
ture was ſoon after confirmed. 

On the 8th of Auguſt,” 1796, I viſited, 
in Vine-ſtreet, Clerkenwell, an elderly man 
UT Skelton, who had been attacked 

ſeveral 
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ſeveral days before with Eryſipelas of the 
face. In about a week afterwards he died. 
On the 19th of the following month, T 
ſaw a Mrs. Dyke, of about 70 years of age, 
the landlady of the houſe in which Skelton 
had been a lodger, and found her labouring 
under an Eryſipelas of her face. I enquired 
whether any other perſon had been ill in 
her houſe of the fame diſeaſe, ſince the 
death of Skelton, and was told, that his 
wife had been ſeized with it a few days 
after his deceaſe, and, had died in about a 
week. During my attendance upon Mrs. 
Dyke, an old woman, her nurſe, was at- 
tacked with the ſame diforder, and was 
ſent to her pariſh work-houſe, where the _ 

died. Mrs. Dyke has fince informed me» 
that a young man, the nephew of Skelton, 
was taken with the diſeaſe of which his 
uncle had died, ſhortly after viſiting him, 
and ſurvived the attack only. a few days; 
that the herſelf had been ſeveral times with . 
Skelton and his wife during their ſickneſs, 
and, after their death, had removed ſome 
furniture from the room they had occupied 
to her own apartment; that during the 
time I attended her, it had been reported 
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. among her neighbours, that the plague was 
in her houſe, and that, in conſequence, 
ſcarcely any perſon would come near her. 

| I was now ſo ſtrongly impreſſed with the 
belief, that Eryſipelas may be contracted by 
- - contagion, that being deſired in the follow- - 
ing December to viſit a Mrs. Hunter, of 

_ Eyre-ſtreet-hill; and finding her face affected 

with that diſeaſe, one of my firſt queſtions to 
Her was, whether ſhe had been lately near any 

ſick perſon, She anſwered, that about ten 
days before ſhe had been for ſome time at 


5 | the bed- ſide of a female friend, who had © 
'} the St. Anthony's fire in her face, and that 
"I her friend having died a few hours after, 
3 ſhe had on the following day aſsiſted in 
. placing her in a coffin. She added, that 
i : two ſiſters of her friend, and two ſervants of 
3 the family, one of them an old woman, her 
. friend's nurſe, the other a young girl, 
| had all been ill of the ſame diſorder. As 
5 ſhe mentioned that Dr. Pitcairn had at- 
1 tended one of the ſiſters during her illneſs, 
15 I ſhortly after requeſted him to inform 
7 me, if what I had heard from Mrs. Hun- 
45 ter was correct. His anſwer was, that he 
. had attended one of the ladies mentioned 
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by Mrs. Hunter, while labouring under Ery- 
ſipelas of the face; that he had afterwards ſeen 
once a ſiſter of hers, who was affected with 


the ſame diſeaſe, and had learned from the 
family that another ſiſter, and two female 


ſervants, had alſo been attacked with it. 
Thus far Dr. Pitcairn's information reaches. 


From Mrs. Hunter I have further learned, 
that three of theſe perſons lived in one 
houſe, and two in another, but that there was 
between the two houſes very frequent com- 
munication ; that the old nurſe died ſhortly 
after her miſtreſs, - and that the reſt recover- 
ed. Mrs. Hunter herſelf got well in a very 
few days, and no other perſon in her family 
was ſeized with the diſeaſe. 

It may be proper to mention here, leſt- it 
ſhould be thought by Tome, that the facts 
which I have related only indicate the great 
prevalence of Eryſipelas from ſome general 
cauſe, that I ſaw no more than two other 
inſtances of the diſeaſe during the time in 
which they happened. Both occurred in 
one houſe; and one of the patients was 
ſeized with the diſeaſe a few days after 
meeting the other, while in a convaleſcent 
ſtate, upon a narrow ſtair-caſe, 
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What I have here ſtated having, in my 
mind, put it beyond doubt, that Eryſipelas . 


is, ſometimes at leaſt, a contagious diſeaſe, 


1 afterwards enquired of ſeveral practitioners * 
of medicine in this place, whether any cir- 
cumſtances had ever occurred to them 


which countenance this opinion, Mr, Whit- 
field, the apothecary of St. Thomas's hoſ- 


pital, Dr. Pitcairn, and Dr. Baillie, are 
thofe who have furniſhed me with the moſt = 
material information upon this ſubject. 

Mr. Whitfield, who has filled his preſent 


office for forty-four years, ſays, that, in the 
| ſummer of 1760, a perſon labouring under 


Eryſipelas of the face was brought into 
St. Thomas's hoſpital, where he died ; that, 
from ſome accident, another patient, hav- 
ing a different diſeaſe, was put into the 
ſame bed before it was properly aired ; that 


this patient was ſhortly after ſeized with 


Eryſipelas of the face; that ſeveral other 
perſons in the hoſpital were about the ſame 
time attacked with this diſeaſe, among 

whom was an upper nurſe, or ſiſter, as the 


zs called, who died; that a rumour hence 


aroſe of the plague being in the hoſpital, 
which was thought of ſufficient importance. 
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by the Treaſurer, to be mentioned by him 
to the Grand Committee of the hoſpital; 
and that they, in conſequence, deſired the 
phyſicians, ſurgeons, and apothecary, to 
draw up an advertiſement, in contradiction 
of the rumour, and to publiſh it in all the 
daily newſpapers.” By conſulting the newſ- 
papers of that time, I have found this ad- 
vertiſement, but no mention is made in it 
of what gave riſe to the rumour ; nor do 
any books now at the hoſpital throw light 
on the ſubject. From the well-known ac- 
curacy, however, of Mr. Whitheld, no 
doubt can be entertained of the juſtneſs of 

his ſtatement. 
Dr. Pitcairn, in addition to what I have 
already mentioned upon his authority, has 
informed me, that in February laſt he at- 
tended a lady, who had been attacked with 
a fever, immediately after being delivered 
of a child, which was accompanied with an 
affection of her ſkin, ſomewhat like Eryſi- 
pelas; that her child, about three days 
after its birth, was ſeized with that ſpecies 
of Eryſipelas the French call la gelure, 
which firſt appeared about the pudenda, 
and afterwards extended itſelf to other parts 
| | of 
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of the body, among the reſt to the face; 
that both the lady and her child died after _ 


a few days illneſs ; and that about eight 
days after the death of the child, the lady's . 
mother and the ſervant maid, both of whom 
had attended it during its illneſs, were at- 
tacked with Eryſipelas of the face, You 
> ra both of them recovered. 


The following is the- intelligence which 


I have derived from Dr. Baillie. During a 
part of the years 17955 and 1796, Eryſipe- 


las of the face was much more frequent in 


St. George's hoſpital, than he had ever be- 
fore known it to be. Many perſons were 


attacked by this diſcaſe after they came 


into the hoſpital ; and as the number of 
caſes of it in a particular ward was much 
greater than that in any other, he was 


hence led to ſuſpect it was contagious. He 
has alſo furniſhed me with the following 


facts, not indeed upon his own. authority, 
but upon that of a reſpectable practitioner 


of medicine, which he thinks unqueſtion- 


able. A lady came to London, about the 
beginning of the preſent year, to attend a 


female relation, who was labouring under 


Eryſipelas of her face. But before ſhe 


wou uld 
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would enter upon this office; ſhe enquired 
of the medical perſon who had the care of 


her friend, whether ſhe might do it with 
ſafety.” His anſwer was, that ſhe might; 
as the diſeaſe was not contagious. She ac- 
cordingly began to attend upon her friend, 


but in the ſpace of a few days was herſelf 
ſeized with Eryſipelas of the face. A hired _ * 


nurſe of the ſame ladies was alſo attacked 
with that diſeaſe during her ſtay with 
them; but the ſick perſon, by whom ſhe 
was employed immediately before, m. alſo 
been affected with it.

1716, that a contagious Eryſipelas pre- 
vailed that year at Thoulouſe, in the con- 
valeſcents from which the epidermis of the 
face fell off. But there are ſeveral errors im 
this account. No mention is made, in the 
Hiſtory of the Academy for 1716, of any 
diſeaſe at Thoulouſe. In that for 1715, 
p. 14. it is faid, that there had been a con- 
tagious malady, un pourpre, as it 1s called 
by the hiſtorian, in the towns and villages 
near to Thoulouſe, which carried off perſons 
attacked by it, in two or three days at 
fartheſt, and in which the ſkin (I ſuppoſe 


- . the ſearf-ſkin, though the French term is 


la peau) fell off entirely from almoſt all thoſe 


who recovered. From this deſcription of the 
diſeaſe, it evidently appears to have been the 


ſcarlet-fever, and not Eryſipelas. | 
Dr. Cullen, in his Firſt Lines, Vol. ii. 
p. 228. ſays, that, as Eryſipelas © may ariſe 


from an acrid matter externally applied, ſo 


it is poſsible, that the diſeaſe may ſometimes 
be communicated from one perſon to ano- 
ther.” I find from a note taken by me in 1780, 
while attending the lectures of that author, 
that, in commenting verbally upon this paſ- 
age, he mentioned, that Eryſipelas had 

5 2 once 
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once been obſerved to be contagious in the 
Edinburgh Infirmary. From the very cau- 
tious manner, however, in which be ex- 
preſſes himſelf in his book, and from his not 
admitting into it the circumſtance of which 
I have juſt ſpoken, it is clear he was either 
unconvinced of its truth, or was unwilling 
to acknowlege it. Indeed, agreeably to 
his reaſoning upon this ſubject, the diſeaſe 
can never be communicated except by abſo- 
lute contact, and, when contracted in this 
way, muſt occupy, primarily at leaſt, the 
part only which has been touched. This 
is the whole of what I have collected re- 
ſpecting the contagious nature of Eryſipe- 
las, from the authors upon this diſeaſe whom 
I have conſulted. 
Should it now be admitted that e 

las is ſometimes contagious, it neceſſarily 
follows, that we ought, in all inſtances of 
it, to guard againſt its ſpreading. The 
caſe of the lady from the country, given 
by Dr. Baillie, on the one hand ſhews 
the hurtful conſequence of inattention in 
this reſpect; and, on the other, the pre- 
vention of the ſpread of the diſeaſe in Mrs. 
Hunter's family is probably to be attributed 
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to the precautions which I directed to be 
uſed for this purpoſe. Theſe conſiſted 
chiefly in keeping the room of the ſick per- 
ſon well aired, and in preventing all un- 
neceſſary communication between her _ 
every other perſon.

| MosT writers upon Eryſipelas have 
been ſo ſtrongly impreſſed with the opi- 
nion, that this diſeaſe, particularly when 
it attacks the face, depends upon, or is 
connected with, an inflammatory condition 
of the whole ſyſtem, that they have, with- 
out heſitation, attributed the delirium and 


coma, which occur in dangerous ſtates of 


it, to inflammation of the brain, or its 


membranes. But there are, I believe, no 


diſſections upon record, which ſupport this 


aſſertion; none ſuch at leaſt are to be found 


in the works of Bonetus, Morgagni, or 
Lieutaud. It ſeems, on the contrary, more 
probable, that the delirium and coma in | 
this diſeaſe do in no caſe depend upon in- 
flammation of the brain, or its membranes; 


Ery- 
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Eryſipelas of the face without any: ſuch 
cauſe, ſince Dre Baillie found, upon open- 
ing the body of à perſon who? died of that 
diſeaſe in qanuary 1796, and who had been 
affected with delirium and coma, that the 
contents of ihe head were altogether free 
from any morbid appearance . From this 
fact a reaſon may, I think, be juſtly de- 
rived for ſuſpecting the propriety: of the 
practice of attempting to cure Eryſipelas by 
large evacuations, particularly of blood, 
which has been recommended in confor- 
mity to-the opinion, that it depends upon 
an inflammatory ſtate of the ſyſtem. * 
But no indirect arguments have been 
found neceſſary to perſuade thoſe to re- 
linquiſh that practice, in London atleaſt; who 
have witneſſed the effects of the Peruvian bark, 
when given early in this diſeaſe, in large and 
frequent doſes. The Peruvian, bark is given 
in acute diſeaſes with two very different in-

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terftions; One is, either to enable the patient 
to-ſurvive the diſeafe, or to occaſion his be- 
ing left by it in a leſs debilitated ſtate than 
he might otherwiſe be; without any expec- 
ation, that the duration of the  diſeafe 
will be ſhortened. Such, I believe, is the 
vie of almoſt every practitioner, when he 
preſcribes the Peruvian bark in the con- 
tinued fevers of this country. The other 
intention is, to put an end to the diſeaſe in 
which it is exhibited. It is in this latter 
way that the Peruvian bark ſeems to act, 
when given early in Eryſipelas. Mrs. Hun- 
ter was the only patient of thoſe mentioned 
in this paper to have been ſeen by me, 
whom I viſited early in the diſeafe ; and 
mme was alfo the only one of them, upon 
whom I could prevail to take any conſider- 
able quantity of that medicine. She was a 
large woman, of a' florid complexion, with 
a conſtitution vigorous from nature, and 
unbroken by intemperance or diſeaſe. 

Though fifty-one years of age, ſhe men- 
ſtruated as regularly, with reſpect both to 
periods and quantity, as at any former time 
of her life. In ſhorts. ſhe was altogether

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fit to bear large evacuations: by thoſe, who 
attem pt to cure Eryfipelas through means 
of them: I ſaw: her a few hours after her 
face began to ſwell, and immediately pre- 
ſcribed for her the. Peruvian bark. No 
other means of relief in the way of medi- 
eine were employed throughout the diſeaſe, 
except that from the ſecond: day linen rags 
moiſtened with brandy were kept conſtantly 
applied to the parts affected. Under this 
treatment the diſeaſe gradually ſubſided, 
and on the fourth day it intirely diſappears 
ed. On the fifth, her huſband having fallen 
ill of the gout, ſhe left her chamber, though 
in the middle of winter, to aſsiſt in the 
buſineſs of the -bar-room of a public-houſe, 
None of the mildeſt caſes I have hitherto ſeen 
of regularly formed Eryſipelas of the face, in 
which the Peruvian bark was not exhibited, 
have ever been cured in ſo ſhort a time as four 
days. But Mrs. Hunter's caſe was ceruinly 
not one of the mildeſt. For not to mention 
that two perſons had died of the diſeaſe in 
the houſe wliere /ſhe moſt probably caught 
it, her face became, in the courſe of twenty- 
four hours after the attack of the diſeaſe, 

ſo much ſwelled, as to prevent the ſeparation 
of her eye-lids of one fide from each other.

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Veſications had, during the ſame time, 
formed upon the ſwollen parts; her pulſe 
was frequent, her ſcin hot, and a dry brown 
ſtreak divided longitudinally: the upper ſur- 
face of her tongue. I therefore con- 
clude, that the Peruvian bark, if it did not 
prevent death, ſhortened at leaſt conſider- 
ably the duration of her ailment. She took 
four ounces of that medicine in ſubſtance, 
during the firſt three days off her illneſs; 
afterwards its doſe was leſſened-. This quan- 
tity is indeed not nearly ſo great as what is 
ſometimes exhibited in Eryſipelas by Dr. 
George Fordyce, who for upwards of twenty 
years has been accuſtomed to give, at St. 
Thomas's hoſpital; a: drachm of the Peru- 
vian bark, in powder, every hour, in dan- 
gerous ſtates of that diſeaſe. But four ounces 
of it in three days are certainly ſufficient to 
produce conſiderable effects upon the ſyſtem 
when diſordered; and as this medicine was 
given to Mrs. Hunter almoſt from the com- 
mencement of her illneſs, leſs was probably 
required for her cure, than would have been, 
if her diſeaſe had made en, n * 
fore it was exhibited;/o e 2:2 
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XVIII. Obſervations on the Management of 
Caſes in which the Fuce of the Child pre- 
ſents towards the Os Pubis. © By J Sun 
CLARKE, * D. Read April 3, 1798. 


Every delten Who has been engaged in the 
practice of midwifery knows, that, if in 
labour the Face of the Child lies towards the 
ſymphyſis pubis, conſiderable difficulty i is 
thereby frequently occaſioned. 

More force muſt be exerted by the woman 
in order to expel the head ſo ſituated, and 
the labour will be protracted to a far greater 
length, than when the head is in the uſual 
poſition, wich the r towards the Os 
Pubis. 

The ground of this difficulty is, been in 
this ſituation, the whole of the Face muſt 
deſcend through the pelvis, before any part 
of the head can emerge from under the 
ſymphyſis pubis, and becauſe the bones of 
the Face are incapable of undergoing any 
alteration from preſſure. 

On the other hand, when the oeciput 
lies towards the Os Pubis, the different bones, 
of which the poſterior part of the head is 

23 com- 
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compoſed, . are capable, in conſequence of 
the incomplete oſsification at the ſutures, 
ol very great alteration in their relatiye ſitu- 
ation, ſo that the ſorm of the whole head 
may become materially changed, and be 
better adapted to paſs out of the pelvis. 
Thus the ſame head, from this variety in 
its poſition, may offer a very different de- 
gree of reſiſtance to the powers of expulſion. 
If the head ſhould, unfortunately, be 
placed with the forehead towards the Os 
Pubis, and the woman ſhould be ſtrong, 
her exertions and pains muſt be more violent 
in proportion to the increaſed reſiſtance: but 
the labour, though prolonged very much be- 
yond the ordinary bounds, may at length be 
finiſhed by her own efforts. But in other in- 
ſtances the difficulty may be ſo conſiderable, 
that her ſtrength may be worn out without 
accompliſhing the birth of the child; and 
| ſhe muſt either remain undelivered, or arti- 
ficial force muſt be ſubſtituted for the na- 
tural powers, which are found to be defective. 
This unfavourable poſition of the head 
may be detected by a very little attention to 
the ſituation of the anterior fontanelle, and 


of nas ſutures, * 955 
It, 
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If, on examination, the anterior fonta- 
nelle be felt, and the ſagittal ſuture be found 
running from it towards one of the ſacro- 
iliac joints, or directly towards the concavity 
of the os ſacrum, there remains no doubt 
that the Face will be born towards the ſym- 
phyſis pubis. 

All the beſt writers upon the practice of 
midwifery have taken notice of this cauſe of 
difficulty in labour; but they have been con- 
tented with deſctibing it, without fuggeſt- 
ing any means more eſpecially ſuited to this 
caſe. A reliance upon time, when the 
woman has ſtrength, and the application of 
inſtruments, when ſhe has not, comprehend 
all the practical advice which Is contained 
in their works. 

Chance firſt led me to the tables | 
the fact, that, in ſome caſes, this poſition of 
the head can be remedied, without ſubſect- 
ing the mother to any additional pain, or 
the child to any kind of danger. 

In a cafe where I had reaſon to expect 
ſome danger, I was deſirous of knowing the 
preciſe poſition of the child's head, and 
whether it was in a fituation which would 
admit of delivering ſafely with the forceps, 
"SL if 
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if. this ſhould become indiſpenſably neceſ. 
ary. I found the, face turned towards the 
groin, and on. endeavouring, to aſcertain 
whether the ear could be felt, I was obliged 
to make a firm preſſure againſt the ſide of 
the head with my finger. —In doing this it 
appeared to be moved a little. Aware of 
the great, advantage which might ariſe. to 
the patient if I could ſucceed in bringing 
the occiput to the pubis, whether ſhe were 
ultimately delivered by nature or by art, 
I continued to make, preſſure upon the fide 
of the head, till in the ſpace of a few mi- 
nutes the occiput, was brought tq the groin 
from the ſacro-iliac joint of the ſame ſide; 
the conſequence of which was, that, in- 
ſtead of the Face, the occiput was born 
towards the pubis, and thus conſiderable 
pain and difficulty were avoided. _ 
Reflecting upon the event of this caſe, I 
thought that the ready alteration in the po- 
ſition of the head might, in this inſtance, 
depend upon the pelvis of the woman being 
very large, relatively to the volume of the 
child's head, and that a ſimilar change could 
not be produced by the ar means in other 
| | ,_ caſes 
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3 of a n preſentation —1 dete 
mined, however, to make a trial in the 
next caſe which ſhould occur. Another 
caſe ſoon occurring, this practice was at- 
tended with equal ſucceſs.” _ 

I have now met with fourteen caſes in 
thirteen of which the practice has ſueceeded; 
and as ſome years have now elapſed ſince the 
firſt caſe, I think myſelf fully authorized 
in recommending this method to be always 
purſued, when the Face is found in the ſitu- 
ation above deſcribed. A great deal of 
pain, and much time, will be ſpared to the 
patient by this means. 

The manner of eflefting. the ne " "i 
by introducing one or two fingers between 
the ſide of the head, near the coronal ſu- 

ture, and the ſymphyſis pubis, and preſsing 
ſteadily againſt the parietal, or frontal bone, 
during a labour pain. When this is done, 
it will be found, in moſt caſes, that the 
head yields to the preſſure, till at length 
the occiput is brought to the groin. This 
being effected, the reſt ſhould be left to the 
natural efforts of the woman. 

It is unneceſſary to obſerve, that this al 
teration will be more eaſily produced, when 

. the 
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the Face lies towards the groin, than when 
the ſagittal ſuture runs directly backwards 
to the ſacrum : but even in this caſe, the 
change of poſition may be effected with 
much more facility than I beforehand ſup- 
poſed to be poſsible. 
When the pelvis happens to be large, or the 
head of the child ſmall, as there will be more 
room for the head to turn, the difficulty of 
doing it will become proportionably leſs. 
In ſome inſtances, where the pelvis is 
ſmall, or the head large, or where the Face 
is directly turned to the pubis, it may be 


impoſsible to change the direction; but 


theſe caſes are comparatively rare, and as no 
harm can ariſe from it, the attempt may

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XIX. Additional Caſes to illuſtrute Mr. Hux- 
TER's Method of. performing the Operation 
for the Cure of the Popliteal Aneuriſm. By 
EvERARD HoME, Eſq. F. R. S. Read 
June 5th, 1798. 


In a former paper, publiſhed in the firſt 
volume of the Tranſactions of this Society, 
I ſtated the reaſons that induced the late 
Mr. Hunter to propoſe this operation, and 
mentioned all the caſes in which it had at 
that time been performed either by bin a 
or others. 

Since Mr. Hunter's death two caſes have 
occurred, in which the patients had Aneu- 
riſms in both Popliteal Arteries, and others 
where the diſeaſe was only in one. In theſe 
caſes this operation was performed; and the 
intention of the preſent paper is to com- 
municate to the Society theſe new facts. 


CASE I. 


JohN CLE66s, aged 33 Years, a Tobacco- 
Pipe Maker, was admitted into St. George's 
Hoſpital May 29th, 1797, with Two Pop- 
liteal Aneuriſms. 

It appeared that about eight weeks before 
his admiſsion, while walking, he felt, for 
| the 
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the firſt time, an acute pain in the calf of 
the right leg, extending downwards, which 
gradually increaſed. Three weeks after- 
wards: he perceived a ſwelling in the ham, 


which enlarged, and in a week more had an 


evident pulſation in it: this ſwelling proved 


to be an Aneuriſm of the Popliteal Artery. 


The knee alſo ſwelled, and was painful. 
When he came into the Hoſpital the Aneu- 


riſmal tumor in the right ham appeared ex- 
ternally through the ſkin, of the ſize of a 


large hen's egg: there was alſo at that time 


- a ſmall Aneuriſm in the Popliteal Artery of 


the other leg. He had thick lips, a very 
red noſe, and a pale complexion; and for 


ſome months paſt had experienced Tequent ; 


bleedings from the noſe. 

The nature of his buſineſs obliged him to 
walk, upon an average, ſixteen or ſeventeen 
miles a day, carrying pipes to his reſpective 
cuſtomers, with the greater part of whom 
he was compelled to drink” porter, which,

After he had remained in the Hoſpital a 
ſew days, on June 9th I performed the ope- 
ration of taking up the femoral artery of 
the right thigh. In doing this T laid bare 
the faſhia which covers the veſſels, and 
made an opening through it large enough 
to expoſe the whole diameter of the artery: 
I paſſed a crooked” filver''needle, with a 
rounded point, behind it, taking care not 
to include the vein and nerve; in this way 
the needle and ligature were readily brought 
out on the other ſide. The ligature was 
tied, and immediately the pulſation in the 
tumor ceaſed. The wound was united by 
flips of adheſive plaſter and a bandage. 
About two hours after the operation he com- 
plained of conſiderable pain in the ſac," and 
in the courſe of 0 nn per even to 
the toes.

24th. He had a ſlight hæmorrhage from 
the wound, which was brought on by his mind 
being agitated in conſequence of ſome im- 


proper treatment his wife had received: it 


ſtopped of itſelf, but the tourniquet was 
looſely applied in caſe of a return. He 
complained of heat where the ligature was 
made; there was no difference in the pow 


ſation. of the ſac ee. 


20th. A ſecond hanndebäge took ial 


from the wound, to the amount of three or 


four ounces, and then ſtopped. His pulſe was 
about 108 in a minute; he complained of 


being faint and languid. I removed the 


dreſsings, and upon endeavouring to bring 
away the ligature, ſome blood eſcaped from 


the wound, per ſaltum, of a florid colour, 


ſuppoſed: to be from the rupture of à ſmall 
artery; a compreſs was immediately ap- 
plied to the part, which ſtopped the bleed- 
ing. I removed the compreſs from the 
ham, the pulſation in the fac being much 
abated ; eight vunces of blood were drawn 
from the arm, and he took the ſaline mix-

A caſe of Aneuriſm of both Poplitea 
Arteries occurred to Mr. J ofeph Hartis, 
ſurgeon, at Whitehaven, in the year 1796, 
of which he has favoured me with the fol. 
lowing account, as an addition to the facts | 
in favour of Mr. Hunter's mode of operating 
in caſes or this diſeaſe. Stute 904" IR 
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William Spencer, a corgalt 10 TY Cum- 
berland militia, in the thirty-ſecond year of 
his age, of a tall and muſcular make, was 
admitted a patient into the Whitehaveh 
| Hoſpital, in June 1795. He had a firm in- 
elaffic ſwelling, extending from the middle 
of the left thigh down to the toes, and at- 
tended with moſt excruciating pain. He 
gave the following account of his caſe, 
Fifteen months ago, he wore for two months 
together a pair of tight leathet breeches, 
which made his legs ſwell, and become ſo 
painful, that he was obliged to leave them 
off; after which time the ſwelling in the 
leg ſubſided, aud 1 — no further in-

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convenience. About a month after this, 
on his return from a journey on foot of ten 
miles, on a yery hot day, he felt nant | 
in the,hams of both legs, but went to bed 
in good health. In the courſe of the night 
he had a very profuſe ſweat, and the next 
day he diſcovered a ſmall. ſwelling i in each 
ham; that on the left fide continued gradu- 
ally to increaſe, and had a pulſation in it, 
which was ſenſible to the touch for many 
months, but afterwards was not to be diſ- 
tinguiſhed; the fwelling diffuſed itſelf over 
the limb till it arrived at its preſent ſize. 
Upon examining the other ham, I found an 
aneuriſmal tumor about the ſize of a nut- 
meg, which he ſaid had remained ſtationary 
from the time of its firſt appearance. The 
left leg ſeemed to be too much diſeaſed to 
give the ſmalleſt hopes of ſaving it. The 
limb was therefore amputated. Upon exa- 
mining the parts in the amputated limb, 
the aneuriſmal ſac in the ham was found to 
have been burſt, and eleven pounds and a 
half of coagulated blood had been diffuſed 
among the muſcles, which were in a ſtate 
approaching to mortification. The ſtump 
healed kindly, and he continued yell for

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three months, without any apparent en- 
largement of the Aneuriſm in the right ham; 
but at the end of this time it began to in- 
| ereaſe in ſize, and one day, after à violent 
exertion upon his crutches, he had con- 
fiderable pain in it, with an evident increaſe 
of the ſwelling, Which now ſtretched both 
the ham-ſtfings; there was alſo a diffuſed 
ſwelling extending over the joint of the 
knee. Froni the hiſtory of the Aneuriſm in 
the other leg, there was reaſon to expect 
that this was now burſt, and would go on 
in exactly the ſame way; it was therefore 
determined to perform the operation for the 
Aneuriſm immediately, according to. Mr. 
Hunter's method; this was done on the 15th 
of November, 1793. The artery alone was 
included in a ſingle ligature, and the ſkin 
with the other parts brought together, and 
retained by adheſive plaſter. - For about two 
hours after he was put to bed he complained 
of coldneſs in the foot, but on covering it 
with flannel it felt as warm as the leg, which 
was of the natural heat of the body.

was intirely gone, - and the tumor, more

On the ſixth day the dreſsings were re- 
moved, and the wound had healed by the 
firſt. intention, except an inch at the lower 
part, where the ligature paſſed out ; there 
had been no pain, or ſwelling of the parts, 
ſince the operation, and the limb continued 
of the natural · temperature, except on the 
fourth day, when it was two degrees hotter 
by Fahrenheit's thermometer. 

On the eleventh day the ligature came 
away, attended with a conſiderable diſ- 
charge of matter,; this continued on the 
twelfth, I therefore made compreſsion on 
the ſides of the wound throughout its 
whole length, by . and a l 
roller.

The two following caſes contain nothing 
remarkable, but as they were both 
operated an in exactly the ſame man- 
ner as the firſt caſe in the preſent pa- 
per, they increaſe the number of in- 
ſtances in which the moſt ſimple mode of 
performing this operation has been at- 
tended with ſucceſs; I have therefore 
thought, that they will appear to the 
Society of ſufficient importance, to be in- 
ſerted in this place. 


CASE III. 


A. B. a dragon, near ſix feet high, about 
thirty-ſix years of age, came into St. George's 


Hoſpital in the year 1794, on account of a 


Popliteal Aneuriſm, for which I performed 

the operation, 

In making the external inciſion, I was 

deſirous of keeping it in a line with the 

edge of the ſartorius muſcle, . that the 

muſcle and ſkin might not form a double 
'_ valve, 
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valve, and prevent the ready diſcharge of 
any matter that ſhould be formed, which 1 
had found to be the caſe in ſome inſtances 
above-mentioned. As ſoon as the artery 
was expoſed, I did not attempt to diſengage 
it laterally, but made a ſmall opening on. 
each ſide of it, juſt large enough to admit 
the end of the inſtrument, conveying the 
ligature, which was in this way - paſſed 
round the artery, the nerve and vein being 
puſhed on one ſide ; the ligature was ſecured, 
and the wound brought together by means 
of adheſive plaſter. 

The man had no fever; little, if any in- 
flammation came upon the limb; the liga- 
ture came away the twelfth day, and in 
three weeks he went to his own houſe, there 
being only a ſuperficial ſore on the ſkin, | 
which in a week more was entirely healed. 


CASE IV. 


George Pile, thirty-five years of age, 
butler to his Royal Highneſs the Duke of 
Clarence, a ſtout man, of a ſallow com- 
plection, and a hard drinker, had been ſen- 


ſible of the feeling of weakneſs in his left 
leg 
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leg for two or three months, when he per- 
ceived a tumor of the ſize of a pigeon's egg 
in the ham ; ten weeks after he applied to 
Mr. Knight. The tumor had been enlarged 
after a journey from Margate upon the top 
of a ſtage coach, about a fortnight before, 
ſo that now he could not button the knee 
of his breeches; there was a ſtrong and 
equal pulſation in every part of the tumor, 
which left no doubt of its being aneuriſmal: 
the leg was ſweiled and felt hard, the pulſe 
was quick, and at times intermitted ; his 
general health however was tolerably good. 
Mr. Knight propoſed performing the opera- 
tion according to Mr. Hunter's method; 
and knowing that I had lately performed it 
in that way with ſucceſs, requeſted that 1 
would aſsiſt him. The operation was per- 
formed on the 29th of September, 1797, 
by Mr. Knight, nearly in the ſame way 
that I have deſeribed in the caſe laſt re- 
lated ; the filver needle was paſſed behind 
the artery, without including the vein or 
nerve, or detaching it for more than a 
quarter of an inch from its lateral connec- 
tions; the pulſation in the ham ceaſed the 


moment the ligature upon the artery was 
| tied. 
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tied. The cut edges of the wound were 
brought together, except where the ligature 
paſſed out. On the 30th the pulſe was full 
and quick, he was therefore ordered to loſe 
ten ounces of blood. Auguſt 3d, the dreſs- 
ings. were for the firſt time removed, and 
the wound was found united by the firſt 
intention ; a ſmall quantity of matter was 
preſſed out by the fide of the ligature. The 
wound was now dreſſed every day, and on 
the 18th he was allowed to get up; the 
ligature was examined at each dreſsing, but 
could not be brought away without uſing 
more force than it was prudent to employ. 
On the 22d, there was a ſlight hemorrhage 
from the wound, which was readily ſtopped 
by compreſsion. On the 30th the ligature 
came away with great eaſe. November 
11th, the wound was compleatly healed ; 
the tumor in the ham was nearly gone ; the 
patient in perfect health, and daily gaining 
ſtrength, and the uſe of his limb. 


- CASE v. 


Mr. Marſhal, a gentleman about fifty 
years of age, conſulted me in May, 1798, 
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on account of a Popliteal Aneuriſm. The 
tumor in the ham, at the time I ſaw it, was 
conſiderably larger than a hen's egg. After 
examining the caſe, I gave it as my opinion, 
chat an operation was abſolutely neceſſary, 
to prevent a fatal termination of the diſeaſe; 
and that the chance of recovery depended 
wholly: on the ſtate of the femoral artery: : 
if that was healthy, the operation which I 
intended to perform would ſucceed, and if 


it was not, even amputation of the limb 
would fail, as the divided artery could not 


be made to unite. | 
Dr. Marſhal's opinion was taken, whether 


it was adviſable to try compreſsion upon the 
aneuriſmal tumor; this he did not approve 
of, and the patient determined to ſubmit 
to the operation. 


He walked about, and: drank a pint of 


wine daily, till the operation was perform- 


ed; although. I had urged him in the 
ſtrongeſt manner to remain perfectly quiet 
in a horizontal poſture, and to live ſpar- 
ingly. 

The operation was performed on the 22d 
of May; I was aſsiſted by Dr. Marſhal," and, 
Dr. Wallis was preſent, When the inciſion 

through 
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through the ſkin had expoſed the ſartorius 
muſcle, it appeared unuſually large, and 
the faſcia covering the artery was got at 
with difficulty, and was indiſtinctly ſeen ; 
this I attributed to the ſtate of the muſcles 
induced by the exerciſe which ms ans 
had continued to uſe. 

My firſt attempt to ſecure the n fail- 
ed, from the needle paſsing over it, and 
only including a portion of the faſcia; I 
therefore expoſed the artery more com- 
pleatly, about an inch higher up the thigh, 
and ſurrounded it by a ligature';: the pulſa- 
tion in the tumor immediately ceaſed, and 
the wound was drefſed as in the former

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to be almoſt tranſparent; and there were 
alſo ſeveral ſmall ulcerations through the 
coat by which the blood had eſcaped: there 
was not the ſmalleſt union of the ſides of 
the artery; but immediately above and 
below the ligature, the inner membrane 
had an unuſual red appearance. 

The inner membrane had loſt its uſual 
poliſh, and had its ſurface covered with 
opaque white ſpots; the ſame appearance, 
in a leſs degree, was ſeen in the artery near 
the groin. | | 

The aneuriſmal tumor proved to be a 
diſeaſed dilatation of the Popliteal Artery, 
of an oval form, ſituated between the heads 
of the gaſtrocnemius muſcle. 

In this caſe the femoral artery was fo 
much diſeaſed, that probably neither ampu- 
tation, nor any other operation with which 
we are acquainted, would have been at- 
tended with ſucceſs. But as that is a cir- 
cumſtance which rarely happens, and can 
never be aſcertained during the perſon's life, 
it ought not to be conſidered as an objection 
to the operation, though its poſsible exiſt- 
ence muſt always render the event ſome- 
what uncertain, 


The 
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The internal ſurface of the artery in the 
preſent caſe became inflamed, without ad- 
mitting the union of its ſides, as happens 
when the operation ſucceeds. This inflam- 
mation, although probably owing chiefly to 
the diſeaſed ſtate of the artery, may yet in 
part have been produced by the neglect of 
proper attention in regard to diet and reſt, 
previous to the operation, and more par- 
ticularly by the indulgence in wine after it. 
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XX. The Caſe of PhvNcnoo, an Inhabitant 
of the Village of Gundaſſee, in Pergunndh 
 Huwnmabed, and Province of Tiperah, Ben- 
gal.

Tur Tubject of this very extraordihary 
cafe came to me for the firſt time in 1790, 
and preſented himſelf among fome other 
patients for my advice and aſsiſtance. Ob- 
ſerving an amazingly large tumour, appas 
rently of the ſcrotum, tied up in a cloth, 
I conceived it muſt be either a Hydrocele 
or a Hernia of an uncommon ſize, as the 
tumor defeended below the knee. After 
difmifsing the other patients, I ordered 
Paunchoo into a room, to examine accu- 
rately ſo extraordinary an appearance of 
diſeafe. | ec ct] 

I felt diſtintly the ſpermatic cord on 
each fide, which was confiderably enlarged, 
but fmooth and equal; but found the ex- 
ternal genitals blended in one mafs, without 
the leaſt appearance of what could be called

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the penis or ſcrotum : the tumour had a ſoft 
ſteatomatous feel, had been forming for nine 
yeats, atid was at this re of the following 
dimenſions: 

Length, nineteen chest ä 
at the middle, thirty-two; at the root, 

—— and at an irregular prominence, 
near the point, ſixteen inches. The integu- 
ments were rough and unequal, and had 
beſides a few warty excreſcences. 

At this time, viz. in 1790, he was about 
thirty-three. years. of age, as far as he could 
judge, but the natives of Bengal are 
generally very incorrect on this head. He 
never knew, according to his own account, 

a woman till he was twenty-three, nor ever 
had any venereal complaint. So many years 
having elapſed before he had connection 
with a female, appeared to me ſo ſingular 
an inſtance of continence in a native of a 
warm climate like Bengal, that I queſtioned 
him particularly with reſpect to his deſire 
for women, previouſly to his firſt connec- 
tion. He acknowledged, that long before 
this period, he felt the ſame deſires as other 
men; but through ſhame, and the fear of 
his father, did not indulge them; ; and that 
form- 
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forming an illicit connection witli a female 
in the neighbourhood, a quarrel ſoon enſued 
between them, on which ſhe complained 
to his father, Sheik Anoor Odein, and alſo 
informed. him of their intimacy, In conſe- 
quence. of this, his father abuſed: and beat 
him; but he affirmed, that he did not receive 
any hurt in or near his genitals, either then 
or at any future period; and he further 
added, that after this quarrel, he never had 
connection with any female. — About ſix 
months after, when working at the ſugar- 
mill, he firſt perceived a ſlight pain at the 
raphe, in the lower part of the ſcrotum; 
this gradually increaſed, and in four days 
a ſwelling came on, which was confined to 
the ſkin of the ſcrotum. The pain abated, 
but the ſwelling continued to increaſe, and . 
in. the courſe of five years the penis and 
ſcrotum. were blended in one maſs. During 
this period, there were ſometimes ſlight ex- 
coriations from which an acrid fluid was difſ- 
charged, but theſe readily healed up by 
the application of ſome ſimple remedies 
recommended by his neighbours, . 
which he has uſed no others.  '

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_ His appetite was good, he ſlept well, his 
pulſe was natural, and body regular; he com- 
plained (1790) of a pain in his loins only 
when the tumour was not properly ſuſpended, 
but had hardly any pain, and never had any 
flatus or ſymptom of rupture in the tumour 
' itſelf, which he allowed to be handled with 

confiderabte freedom. When he ſquatted 
down, and let the tumour remain on the 
ground, it had exactly the ſame kind of 
feel, as the freſh 6mentum of 4 large quad - 
' rupet! before it becomes cold. He made 
water cafily, but with a gurgling kind of 
noiſe, and could throw it, as I myſelf faw; 
- two or three inches from him, while fitting 
on the ground; the tumor reſting thereon; 
but the end raiſed à little with his hands. 
The opening to the urethri was backwards, 
and to the left fide, being a canal formed 
by tlie elongation of the integuments, which 
extended a great way beyond the end of the 
penis, the exact termination of which he 
pointed out. This I never could diſcover 
ſatisfactorily, but evuld feel, though obs 
| ſeurely, the teſttieles, which ſeemed little, 


if at all, increaſed in _ and gave no pain 
1 1 . except 
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except when handled roughly. Their ſitua- 
tion was nearly natural. 

Having never ſeen before, nor . of 
any caſe ſimilar to this, I ſcarcely knew 
what name was applicable to the diſorder ; 
but from the feel of the tumour, I concluded 
that, excluſively of the diſeaſed ſtate of the 
integuments, there was a collection of fatty 
matter. Doubtful of the propriety of at- 
tempting any operation for his relief, I 
carried the poor fellow to Calcutta in January 
1791, and got him admitted by the head 
ſurgeon, Walter Roſs Monro, Eſq. into the 
general hoſpital. It being agreed, on a 
conſultation, that nothing could be done 
for him, he was ſoon after diſmiſſed, and 
returned with me to Tiperah.' I after- 
wards tried a variety of medicines, but the 
diſorder ſtill increaſed, and his left leg, 
which was ſwelled only a little when he 
firſt came to me, was now (1794) con- 
ſiderahly enlarged, as may be ſeen by look- 
ing-at the accompanying drawing, which is 
correct. I frequently meaſured the diſeaſed 
parts, and on the 18th of October, 1794, 
the dimenſions were as follow:

is is totally deprived of its hair, without there 
being ſome preceding or accompanying 


. diſeaſe, to which this loſs may be attribut- 


ed, the following inſtance of ſuch an oc- 
currence ſeems not unworthy of notice. 

John Pardon, a maker of weather-glaſſes, 
a native and inhabitant of London, of a fair 
complexion, ſtout make, and healthy ap- 


pearance, while upon a journey about 


fifteen years ago, was ſurpriſed to find one 
morning, that a conſiderable lock of hair 
had ſeparated from his head during the 

night. He was then thirty-ſix years of age, | 
was in perfect health, had been ſo for a 
conſiderable time, and had never beforo 
obſerved his hair, which was as thick as that 
of moſt men, to come away in any un- 
common quantity. He had never been in- 


fected with the venereal diſcaſe, and, as far 


28 
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as he knows, had never taken. any mereu- 
rial medicine. From this time, the hair of 
his head continued to fall off in ſueh quan- 
tities, that, in about five or ſix weeks, there 
remained of it only a ſingle lock behind, 
which he cut off, This never grew again. 
In the ſame interval his beard gradually 
became thinner, and wholly diſappeared 
about the time he cut off the lock from his 
head, In the ſame interval alſo, he began 
to be more than uſually incommoded by 
duſt getting into his eyes as he walked in 
the ſtreets: at length, upon looking into a 
mirrour, he found that both his eye-brows 
and eye · laſhes were gone. Shortly aſter he 
diſcovered, that the hair of every other 
part of his body had alſo fallen off, A 
About two years after his hair had begun 
to fall off, he cut his right thumb by ſtrik- 
ing it againſt the teeth of another perſon. 
The wound was bealed with difficulty, and. 
{gon aſter broke out again. An acute pain 
now. extended from it to his neck, where a 
tumour appeared, which afterwards ſug- 
purated, and for ſome weeks diſcharged 
matter through ſeveral ſmall holes.

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open, a fine down appeared upon his cheeks 
and chin, which - occaſioned him to ſhave 
once a week for about three months, when 
it diſappeared. Since that time' he has 


never obſerved any hair upon his face, or 


other parts of his body, except ſometimes a 
fingle pile upon the back of his hand. His 
venereal appetite in the mean time has not 


been leſs than that of moſt men of the 
fame age. 


About five years ago, when 
forty- ſix years old, he married for the firſt 


time, and his wife has borne him two chil 


dren, and is now pregnant with a third, - 
Such is the account which this perſon 
gives of himſelf, and I think it may be re- 


garded as correct, ſince moſt of the circum- 
ſtances which I have mentioned were, he 


fays, committed to writing by him at the 


times they occurred. 


But however ths. may be, it is at leaſt 


certain, that no hair is now to be ſeen upon 


his head, eye-brows, eye-lids, cheeks, chin, 


infide of his noſe, arm-pits, breaſt, back, 
-pubes, upper or lower limbs; all of which 


parts I have examined twice, When I firſt 
examined him, his ſkin was altogether free 


from ſcurf or eruptions z- upon his arms and 
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legs, however, were ſeveral patches of a 
browniſh hue, ſimilar to the appearances 
which take place in winter upon the legs 
of perſons who ſit long near a fire. The 
ſecond time I examined him, which was 
in the ſpring of the preſent year, 1798, 
there were, beſides thoſe patches, a num- 
ber of ſmall pimples upon each ſide of his 
belly, and a part of the ſkin of the backs 
of his hands was ſomewhat rough. | 

In ſome countries, the perſon of CINE 1 
have been ſpeaking would no doubt look 
ridiculous, if not frightful; but in this, his 
appearance is but little remarkable. His 
head is covered with a wig ; his cheeks and 
chin ſeem as if they were newly ſhaven, 
and from the fairneſs of his complexion, his

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At this period, the patient conſulted ano 


ther ſurgeon, who at once perceived from 
the advanced ſtate of the diſeaſe, that 
nothing could be expected from the opera- 
tion for the aneuriſm; he therefore adviſed 
the immediate amputation of the limb; but 
the patient being willing to procraſtinate 
the operation, procured admiſsion into St. 
Bartholomew's Hoſpital ; his ſtay here how- 
ever was very ſhort, for learning that an 
operation was propoſed, he went away in leſs 
than a week after his admiſsion.

THERE are many caſes mentioned of the 
placenta loſing its natural ſtructure, and be- 
coming a congeries of Hydatids ; ſeveral of 
theſe have been publiſhed, but in all the 
inſtances on record, as far as T am acquainted 

with them, the patient had miſcarried, and 
the placenta was examined after being ſepa- 
rated from the uterus, fo that the diſeaſe 
could not be exactly aſcertained. 

The following eaſe, in conſequence of its 
Ane termination, afforded an oppor- 
tunity of the parts being examined in their 
natural ſituation, and of determining pres 
ciſely the ſeat of the diſeaſe. . 

\ Elizabeth Yeoman, thirty years of age, was 
: delivered of her ninth child on the 22d of 
3 December, 1797, and recoyered from her 

lying-in in three weeks, as ſhe had uſually 

— done after former labours. She continued

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in perfect health till the Iſt of Auguſt, 
1798, when a flooding came on, which was 
ſuppoſed to be an uncommon flow of men- 
ſtrual diſcharge; this continued for ten 
days; it created an alarm, and an accou- 
cheur was conſulted.

The ſurface next the uterus had not its 
uſual” ſhaggy appearance, but was nearly 
ſmooth 3 it ſcarcely projected beyond the 
membranes of the ovum, Ancwas about two 
inches in diameter. 

The mafs of Hydatids which filled the 
oyum were all connected with one another;

The rocital of wha which ſtate the es 
ſtate of the body in any particular diſeaſe, 
either by making known the appearances 
which take place in the patient when living, 
or thoſe which are found on diſſecting the 
body after death, and which are different 
from thoſe in health, is of great importance 
toward the improvement of medicine, and 
is, therefore, one of the principal objects of 
the Tranſactions of this Society. If the 
whole ſcience of medicine was grounded on 
a certain baſe, and the hiſtories of all diſ- 
eaſes were given in a correct manner, it 
would be only left to thoſe who wiſhed to 
improve the ſcience to obſerve excreſcences, 
and to add ſome new ornament to the art. 
This, however, is very far from being the 
caſe, nor can be until a great number of 
caſes of diſeaſes ſhall be recorded in the. 
manner I have . out in the firſt vo- 
lume 
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lume of the Tranſactions of this Society, or 
in ſome other ſimilar to it. In the mean 
time, it may not, perhaps, be foreign to 
the intentions of the Society, to lay before 
them ſome obſervations which I have. made 
reſpecting. the. manner of exhibiting reme-. 
dies. This will not come with that ſtrong 
evidence that would ariſe, if every caſe on 
which they are founded had been accurately 
laid before the Society, but will ſtand on 
the ſame ground on which, at preſent, the 
whole precepts in medicine are founded; 
to wit, the reſult of the refletions which 
hare ſuggeſted themſelves to the mind of a 
lopg-experienced practitioner. Every one 
knows, that. in all the preſeriptions that 
have come down to us, from the moſt ancient 
Greek phyſicians until the time when the 
Roman Empire was finally deſtroyed, a vaſt 
number of remedies were mixed together ſo 
as to form one maſs; ſuch mixtures were 
uſed in moſt diſeaſes. The ſame thing is to 
be found in Celſus and in all the Roman 
authors who have treated on medicine, Who 
indeed are very ſew. The ſame obſervation 
is applicable to the Arabian phyſicians. — 


mn Works: on medicine, v which have been 
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found in Hindoſtan, bear ark! of the ſame 
attachment to compoſition of medicines, 
but they ſeem to be borrowed from the 
Greek writers, and not to be tranſlations 
from the Sanſcrit language. This diſpoſition 
for combining medicines came into modern 
Europe from the Eaſt, and has been continued 
down to our days. There are many preſcrip- 
tions of Dr. Huxham's extant, which contain 
four hundred ingredients. In this age, when 
the foundation of all doctrines has been very 
properly enquired into, many have queſ- 
tioned the utility of mixing medicines toge- 
ther, and have thought it better to exhibit 
a ſingle medicine. The purport, then, of 
this paper is to enquire, whether it be better 
to employ one ſingle ſubſtance by itſelf, to 
produce medicinal effects, or whether, and 
in what caſes, it may be better to employ a 
variety of medicines mixed together. 
T ſhall, in the firſt” place, treat of the 
operation of purgatives. TIT 
All purgatives have not the ſame effect, 
though they all produce more frequent and 
more copious evacuations from tlie inteſtines 
than take place in perſect health. For exk- 
ample, natron vitriolatum occaſions a purg-

ing much ſooner after it has been exhibited 
than aloes or rhubarb; Again, aloes and 
rhubarb occaſion an evacuation of feculent 

tter, while natron vitriolatum ordinarily 
0 ſions an evacuation of a watery fluid: 
If an evacuation is wanted ſooner than would 
take place from employing aloes and rhu- 
barb, and, at the ſame time, an evacuation 
of feculent matter, it evidently would be 
better to mix natron vitriolatum with aloes 
or rhubarb, than to uſe either aloes or rhu- 
barb alone, or the natron vitriolatum alone; 
and ſuch mixture is actually found to pro- 
duce a quicker eyacuation, and at the ſame 
time a more feculent one than the aloes or 
rhubarb, or the natron vitriolatum would 
have produced ſingly. It is therefore evi- 
dent, that if ſuch was the intention of the 
practitioner, it would be better for him to 
uſe a mixture 'of 'aloes and natron vitriola- 
tum, or a mixture of rhubarb and natron 
vitriolatum, than it would be to uſe either 
natron vitriolatum, rhubarb, or aloes by

This, then, is a caſe in which it is evi- 
dently uſeful to mix two purgatives together 
jnſtead pf employing one of them alone,

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and therefore it is better, in ſome caſes, to 
employ medicines mixed together, when 
their general operation is of the ſame kind. 
- The next point which I ſhall attend to is, 
that a practitioner may wiſh to produce two 
different effects at the ſame time, as in many 
caſes of morbid purging a practitioner may 
wiſh to make the veſſels of the (inteſtines 
contract ſo as not to ſecrete ſo large a quantity 
of fluid, and at the fame time he may with 
to relax the veſſels of the ſkin, ſo as to make 
theſe ſecrete a larger quantity of fluid, and, 
in conſequence, occaſion ſweating.

often produces another and very different 
effect; ſometimes even the reverſe. If we 
apply weak vinegar to the ſkin, it produces 
paleneſs and contraction of the ſkin; if we 
apply acetous acid, the ſame ſubſtance di- 
luted with a leſs quantity of water than it is 
in weak vinegar, it occaſions redneſs of the 
ſkin and tumour. 

If a {ſmall quantity of a detoRion of 
the: bark of the cinchona be exhibited to a 
patient, whoſe ſtomach is weak, and ſubject 
to ſickneſs and vomiting, it will prevent 
ficktefs ard vomiting from taking place. 
If a larger quantity be exhibited to a patient 
whoſe ſtomach is weak, it will excite vomit- 
ing. When this happens, a ſmall doſe of 
each of two medicines which have the ſame 
tendency, will often more readily produce 
the effect which we wiſh. for, without any 
reverſe affeion taking place, than a larger 
doſe of either of the medicines ſeparately.

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1 in a weak ſtomach, joining to the 
bark of the cinchona, in ſuch quantity as 
it can bear without oceaſioning ſickneſs, a 
doſe of camomile, gentian, or any other 
bitter medicine of the ſame” claſs; would 
Increaſe the powers of the cinchona in 
ſtrengthening the ſyſtem, without occaſion- 
ing any ſickneſs of the ſtomach. If this be 
true, it would certainly be much more eli- 
gible, in a weak habit, where the ſtomach 
cannot bear a large doſe of the decoction of 
the cinchona without ſickneſs, to join with 
it camomile, wormwood, &c. than to ems 
ploy it alone. 1% nn us nit 
If we take an example from cookery, in 
which the object is to make the ſtomach bear 
a large quantity of food without ſickneſs, | 
by adding ſpices to it, it has been the uni- 
form practice of all nations with which we 
are acquainted, never to employ one ſpice 
alone when two can be procured, and even 
to mix a greater number together. Pepper 
alone, ginger alone, cinnamon alone, garlie 
alone, or any other ſpice or ſtimulant alone, 
would not render any kind: of. food capable 
of ee Rune in AE Goth? in ſo large 
91014 7} 2 quan- 
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u quantity as when theſe ſpices or ſtimulants 
are mixed together. 


There are two errors, br, as Lord Bacon” 5 


calls them, idols of the mind, which are 
equally pernicious to ſcience, eſpecially to 
ſuch a ſcience as medicine, which has not, 
and perhaps never can be, eſtabliſhed upon 
abſolute and certain experience. The one 
is, an unbounded belief in the precepts | laid 
down by thoſe who have gone before us in 
medicine; ſome practitioners ſuppoſing, that 
the obſervations of our anceſtors have 
been founded upon unqueſtionable expe- 
rience. The other is, a total doubt and diſ- 
belief of every thing that has been advanced 
by thoſe before us: hence proceeds, with 
regard to the powers of medicine in diſeaſe, 
a with in every young practitioner to depend 
upon his own experience alone. Both theſe 
errors are to be avoided; for if a man is to 
truſt entirely to what has been laid down by 
authors who have gone before him, it be- 
comes neceſſary, that he ſhould be a perfect 
judge of the merits of the works of thoſe 
authors. On the other hand, it is impoſsi- 
ble for the experience of any one man, 
however well he may be acquainted with

every ſcience, to make any oe progrels 


in medicine. 

Theſe things being oreudiſes, I wiſh. to 
Point out what claſſes of medicines admit of 
mixture, when they have all a tendency to 
produce the ſame effect; and, in the ſecond 
place, what clafſes of medicines, having 
different properties, may be mixed together 
ſo as to produce good effects. The firſt of 

theſe propoſitions will form the ſubje& of 
what follows. | 

In the firſt place, although it has been 
much the practice to mix medicines toge- 
ther which have been ſaid to have a demul- 
cent quality, by which has been always 

meant the capability of preventing ſtimu- 


£72 lants from acting upon parts which they 


would otherwiſe ſtimulate without produc- 


ing any chemical change in them; ſuch as 


farinaceous matter, as it is found in the flour 
of wheat and in the other ſeeds of the 
gramina, in the pith of plants, as of the 
palm tree, and in gum tragacanth, and as 

ſugar, gum arabic, and other gums not co- 
agulable by heat, matter found in the roots 
of the orchiſes, and other -plants of that 


dan * as laloop, &c.; yet I have not 
found © 
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nience of application. With the ſame in- 
tention ſome animali ſubſtances have been 
made uſe of, fuch as ichthyocolla, which is 
the found of ſturgeon, the founds of many 
other fiſhes, together with jellies formed 
from the cartilages of many other animals, 
or ſolutions of any part of an animal which 
is without taſte or ſmell. I have never 
found any advantage from à mixture of 
theſe for the purpoſes above mentionell, 
excepting merely from convenience of ap- 
plication. For inſtance, in a catarrh the 


thin mucus ſecreted by the glands in the 


mouth, throat, and larynx, ſtimulates the 


mucous membrane, ſo as to produce a 


greater degree of inflammation than would 
otherwiſe take place. If ſugar be employed 


alone, in the form of what is called a lo- 


zenge, it diſſolves quickly, and does not re- 
main for a ſufficient time to defend the 
membrane, If farinaceous' matter be em- 
ployed alone, it does not diffolve in the 


water of the ſaliva; and” therefore paſſes 
down into the ſtomach without being of any 


ſs,” " BH ſame thing is to be ſaid of gum

found any advantage gained by mixing 
theſe together, excepting; from mere conve- 


* 
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as of ſugar, though the ſolution does not 
take place quite ſo regularly. Ichthyocolla, 
and other ſuch ſubſtances diſſolved in water, 
ſo as to form a gelatinous matter, have a 
degree of ſoftneſs, which prevents any ſharp 
point from ſtimulating the mucous mem+ 
brane. The mixture therefore of farinace-+ 
ous. matter, ſugar, gum, and ichthyocolla 


makes a better lozenge for defending the 
-  ,- mucous membrane of the mouth, pharynx, 


and larynx from the ſtimulus of the thin 
matter of the mucus, than any one of 
them do taken by itſelf. The farinaceous mat- 
ter prevents the ſugar and the gum from 
being ſo ſoon diſſolved; the viſcidity of the 
_ ſugar and gum prevents the farinaceous mat - 
ter from being ſwallowed ſo ſoon, as it would 
_ otherwiſe be; and the ichthyocolla gives a 
ſoftneſs to the whole, which prevents any 


ſharp points from ſtimulating the membrane, 


A lozenge therefore of theſe, or ſimilar ſub- 


. ſtances, will be better than one formed of 


any one of them taken by itſelf; and fo of 
theſe ſubſtances in other caſes, _ | 
Bitter medicines, which tend to frengthen 
the ſyſtem, ſuch as the bark of the in- 
FROG. ſeveral ſpecies of the artemiſia of 
| Linnæus 
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Linnæus (who, it may be , obſerved, has 
conſtantly endeavoured to miſlead ſtudents 
in medicine, by taking the name of the 
genus from the ſpecies which has the leaſt 
effect, or a diſsimilar effect, from the greateſt 
number of the ſpecies in it), as abſinthium, 
abſinthium maritimum, &c. which have 
been more commonly uſed, and have effects 
different from artemiſia; ſeveral ſpecies of 
carduus, camomile, the rinds of fruits f 
the orange kind; the gentians, and many 
others, as ſar as my obſervation has gone, ſit 
eaſier on the ſtomach, and tend more to 
ſtrengthen the ſyſtem when mixed together, 
than when any one of them is employed 
ſingly. Whether the bitter juice contained 
in all theſe plants is the ſame ſubſtance, as 
the ſugar and indigo contained in many 
plants are the ſame, or whether it be, that 
the eſſential oils in theſe various plants con» 
taining a bitter juice are different, certain 
it is, that they tend to ſtrengthen the ſyſtem 
more when mixed together, than when any 
one of them is employed ſingly. Preparay 
tions of iron, given in ſmall doſes, tend to 
ſtrengthen the ſyftem, and were very often 
W for this purpoſe before the ein- 
„ chend 


in, 
ehona came into uſe. Since that time they 
have been leſs in practice, though certainly 
rather from tbe faſhion of medicine, than 
that they are not uſeful; but there is a 
dlegree of ſtimulus in all of them, which 
renders them too apt to occaſion frequency 
of the pulſe, and therefore, as far as I can 
judge, it is better to give them at the ſame 
time with ſuch bitter - medicines as are 
ſtrengthening, though they will not well 
bear to be mixed. with/ them, as they tend 
to coagulate and deſtroy the bitter juice of 
_- the vegetable. The bark of the cinchona, 
zs uell as other bitter juices of vegetables 
of a ſimilar kind ; likewiſe preparations of 
iron, zink, copper, and tin, have a power of 
preventing many applications made to the 
body from extrting ſo -canfiderable an effect 


‚ as they otherwife would have done if theſe 


medicines had mot been exhibited ; which 
effect is ohe among others that has been 
expreſſed by ſaying, that they diminith the 
vVritability of the body. | I have not obſerv- 
ed, 'that a mixture f any two of theſe 
medicines is of any ſe in producing this 
effoct: For example, the bark of the cin- 


a of of Wh the cauſe 
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of the return of an intermitting fever from 
re- producing the diſeaſe; but I have never 
obſerved, that mixing preparations of zink, 
iron, or copper, or any bitter, increaſed the 
power of the bark of the cinchona, or that 
the bark of the cinchona increaſed the 
power of any of theſe medicines in prevent- 
ing the. return of an intermitting fever. 


Many aſtringent medicines are found in 


vegetables. There is ſome doubt whether 


it is not the ſame aſtringent juice which is 
found in all of them, as moſt of them are 


coagulable hy many metallic and aluminous 
ſalts. Be this as it may, the mixture of ſeveral 
different vegetable aſtrin gent 1 ubſtances, as 

far as my experience goes, ſeems to be much 


better than giving one of them ſingly, | 


whether it be to check ſecretions (as purg- 
ings) in caſes where it is proper to employ 


aſtringents for that purpoſe, ot in heæmort- e 
hage, in caſes where aſtringents may be 

employed for the purpoſe of ſtopping them.

ances, I think there. can be no doubt, both 
from my own experience and likewiſe from 
the conſtant practice of mankind, that where 
| it 18 not. meant to inflame the part of the 
A 5 body to which they are applied, it is much 
better to mix them together, than to employ 
one of them ſingly. One ſpice, ſuch as, for 
example, the dried capſule of the capſicum, 
4 being taken into the ſtomach, tends to give 
Aa ſenſe of heat and pain in the ſtomach, and 
even produces a ſenſe of coldneſs in the 
exterior parts of the body, if given in con- 
ſiderable quantity; ; and in like manner does 
a quantity of pepper; but if an equivalent 
BY quantity of capſicum and pepper be given 
mixed together, no ſuch ſenſe of pain in 
the ſtomach or ooldneſs ariſes in the ex- 
tremities, but a warmth is felt in the ſto- 
Are and a glow of heat over the whole 
| body; 


* 
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body; and if capſicum, pepper, ginger, TRY | 
namon, and other ſpices be joined together, 
the chance of ſenſe of pain, and of coldneſs 
of the extremities, is ſtill further diminithed, 
and a greater glow of warmth in the ſtomach 
and heat in the extremities, and other ex; 
terior parts of the body, is produced. The 
advantage of mixing ſpices I have found by 
my own experience : it has alſo been the 
conſtant practice to mix ſpices together 
from the firſt ages of medjcine down to thip 
time. 

In medicines which have a tendency ta 
produce relaxation in all the veſſels and 
fibres of the body, Tuch' as preparations of 
antimony, ipecacuanha, neutral ſalts, &c. 
it is a queſtion which I am not, able to de- 
cide, whether it be more uſeful to mix them 
together, or exhibit them ſingly. All theſe 
medicines given in à large doſe by them- 
ſelves, are apt to produce ſickneſs. The 
ſickneſs Dr. Cullen conceiyed to be the cauſe 
of their producing relaxation in the veſſels 
and fibres throughout the body ; hence he - 
called them nauſeating medicines ; yet, as 
far as J have been able to judge, when the 
ſtomach will bear a * * of any 

one 
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one of them, upon occaſioning ſickneſs, | 
they have a much greater effect in pro- 
ducing relaxation, than when it will bear 
only a ſmall quantity. They ſeldom too 
have any effect in relaxing the ſmall veſſels 
throughout the ſyſtem, if a very ſmall doſe 
occaſions ſickneſs : for inſtance, if the ſto- 
mach will bear the third part of a grain of 
. tartarized . antimony, without occaſioning 
ſickneſs, it has a powerful effect in relaxing 

the fibres and veſſels throughout the ſyſtem ; 
but if the ſtomach will not bear more than 
a fiſth part of a grain of tartarized antimony, 


this has rarely any effect in producing re- 
laxation of the fibres and veſſels throughout 
the ſyſtem. I therefore ſuſpect, though I 


cannot affirm it from experience, that a 


mixture of theſe remedies may alſo be ex- IS 
| hibited with greater effect than any one of 


them ſingly. . 
In eyacuants of all kinds, EE, the 
evacuant is applied immediately to the part 
from whence the evacuation is to take place, 
or in other words, where it is applied 
to ſtimulate the ends of the excretory ducts 
in the membrane, on which the ſecretion is 


thrown out; as when a ſtimulating medi- 
cine

cine is «put into the mouth, To as to act upon 
the ends of the excretory ducts. of the ſa- 
livary glands opening into the mouth; it is 
evidently better and. more efficacious to mix 
ſeveral different ſpecies of ſtimulants, ſuch | 
as ſpices ot acids with neutral ſalts, than to 
employ any one of theſe ſingly. If one is 
employed ſingly, it tends to inflame the 
membrane of the mouth when it is ſuch a 
ſtimulant as a ſpice, or tends even to make | 
a leſs flow of ſaliya if it be a neutral ſalt. 
When ſeveral of theſe ſtimulants are mixed 


together, by the gentle action of each, they n 
| have not ſo pungent an effect upon tbe 


membrane of the mouth, but are much 


more powerful in increaſing the ſecre- ts 


tion. from the ſalivary glands. The ſame _ 


thing may be obſerved with regard to er- fr ; 


rhines applied to the noſtrils. 6 
In like manner, when a 7 A od is taken 
into the ſtomach with a view to produce 5 
ſickneſs, and conſequently vomiting, I have 
generally found it better to mix ſubſtances | 
together, ſuch as ipecacuanha and tartarized - 
_ antimony, than to, employ either. of them 
ſingly ; or in caſe of poiſon being ſwallowed, 
it us better, in order to produce vomiting

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quickly, to wit zincum vitriolatum and 
ipecacuanha, than to employ either of them 
ſingly, 

I haye already remarked, that mann 
are different in quality from one another, 
and that their mixture may be uſeful in 
producing different effects, but where the 
object is ſimply that they ſhould act as laxa- 
tives, by increaſing the periſtaltic motion - 
of the inteſtines, ſeveral remedies being 
mixed together will be more efficacious, and 

act without giving ſo much pain to the 
5 patient as any one of them ſingly. Indeed 

ſince I conceived the idea of laying this 
Paper before the Society, I have found, I 
think, a better mixture of laxatives than 
any in the Pharmacopceia of the London Col- 
lege, where the periſtaltic motion only of 
the inteſtines is wiſhed to be increafed ; to 
wit, five parts of aloes, three parts of faga- | 
penum, two parts of gamboge, one part of 
diſtilled oil of camomile, two parts of — 
arabic, Which is neceffary to give a con- 
ſiſtency, ſo that they may be made into 
pills with ſufficient quantity of the fyrup . 
of the ſpina cervina. From fix to ten grains | 
of this maſs operate geritly' without giving 
| pa | 
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pain in moſt * colocynthida, which bas 
been commonly uſed in ſimilar compoſitions, 
is apt to give pain, without ande ſo 
certain an effect. 

When the object is to vicdube great 1 0 
tion in the inteſtines, an equal advantage, 
as far as I have been able to judge, has been 
found by mixing ſeveral purgatives together, 
which have the ſame effect; ſuch as natron 
vitriolatum, kali tartariſatum, manna, jalap, 
&c. with infuſion or tincture of ſenna, 
which laſt purgative, as far as I can judge 
from experience, is the moſt certain ſtimulus 
to the inteſtines in producing purging, of any 
ſubſtance which I have ever tried. 
I have now enumerated the ſeveral appli- 
cations employed to act upon the ends f 


the excretory ducts, terminating in the 


mucous membrane of a cavity opening ex- 
ternally; but there are alſo certain medi- 
cines which, getting into the blood-veſſels, 
are applied to the ducts, which ſecrete the 
fluids in the glands in different parts of the 
body. Mercury, for example, being rub- 
bed down with any viſcid fluid, and either 
applied to the ſkin-or taken into the ſto- 
N is abſorbed and gets into the blood- 
l veſſels;

veſſels; is ſecreted by the ſalivary glands, as 


appears from the metallic taſte; and, being 


ſo fecreted, ſtimulates the ſalivary glands, 
and occalings,” a PHP noting from 


W. ; 
I know well, that many other ſuppolitions 73 
have been held about the action of mercury in 
producing a greater ſecretion from the ſali · 
vary glands. It has been urged, that it ro- 
quires the evidence that the mercury, if 
ſecreted and carried into the mouth, ought to 
affect the colour of gold, copper, or other 
metals, if they are kept ſome time in the 
mouth. But it has often been known, that 
corroſive ſublimate, given to the quantity of 
five grains in the ſpace of three or four 
days, has occaſioned ſalivation; this quan- 


tity of corroſive ſublimate muſt have been 


received into the blood-veſſels, and mixed 
with at leaſt thirty pounds of fluids, and 
have paſſed off equally by all the excretions, 
of which the ſaliva could not form a tenth, - 


and the quantity of mercury in corroſive 


_ ſublimate is not the half; and therefore the 
quantity of mereury that could be ſecreted 
by the ſalivary glands in the five days, could 
only be the twentieth part of a grain; and 
lbs on; 
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conſequently in one day, not more than the 
hundredth part of a grain. Suppoſing then, 
that the patient had kept a piece of gold, 
copper, or other metal, for twenty-four 
hours in the mouth, it could not be expected 
that more than a hundredth part of a grain 
of mercury ſhould have attached itſelf to 
the metal, even if the metal had caught 
every particle of the mercury from the 
ſaliva, which hundredth part of a grain 
would not have been ſenſible on the Ty 
of the metal. : 
It may be ſaid again, that ſo ſmall a 
quantity of mercury applied to the ſalivary 
glands could not ſtimulate them; but it 
muſt be obſerved, that the quantity of any 
ſubſtance capable of ſtimulating any part 
can only be known from experiment, and 
not inveſtigated a priori by any means. 
Many have conceived, that medicines 
taken into the blood-veſlels could not reach 
ſuch ſecretory organs ſo as to ſtimulate 
them, when the fecretion from theſe organs 
is extremely ſmall. It has been thought, for 
inſtance, that no ſubſtance could get into 
the blood-veſſels and be ſecreted by the 
[mans upon the mucous mem 


brane 
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brane of the lungs, on account of the ex- 
tremely ſmall ſecretion which commonly 
takes place in theſe glands, it not being per- 

| haps more than the five hundredth part of . 
the whole ſecretions that take place in the 
body. It has been therefore thought, that 
the quantity of ſtimulating matter contained 
in five grains of the root of ſquills, which 
certainly. cannot be more than one grain, 
could not poſsibly affect the lungs, as there 
could not be a five hundredth part of a grain 


applied to the whole of theſe glands at once, 


and perhaps not a millionth part of a grain 
to any one of them ; but who. can ſay that 
a millionth part of a grain of ſquills may not 
act upon one of the glands of the lungs, 
when certainly an infinitely Jeſs. quantity of a 
particle of light (if light be a body, as we 
have the greateſt reaſon to believe) is capa« 
. We: of acting upon the retina | 

It ſeems. therefore clear, that ſubſtances 
may get into the blood-veſlels, and be ap- 
| plied to the glands, ſo as to increaſe, the 
action of the ſecretory ducts, and anus 
a nder ſecretion. K 

I may therefore. n now argue, whether one 


or more medicines are moſt proper to be 
| employed 


* 
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employed to get into the blood-veſſels from the 
inteſtinal canal, or otherwiſe, ſo as to increaſe 
the ſecretions from any of the glands. In 
the firſt place, I do not know any medicine, 
which may be introduced into the blood- 
veſſels, ſo as to increaſe the ſecretion from 
the lachrymal glands, the glands of the 
noſtrils, and the glands of the ears; nor of 
any, excepting mercury, which can get 
into the blood-veſſels ſo as to increaſe the 
ſecretion from the ſalivary glands. 

Medicines can in no way be applied ſo as 
to increaſe the ſecretion from the glands, 
which open upon the mucous membrane of 
the langs, excepting by firſt getting into 
the blood-veſſels, and afterwards being ſe- 
creted by-the ſecretory veſſels of the glands 
of the lungs. As far alſo as I have obſerved, 
or learned, there ſeem to be no medicines 
that can otherwiſe be got into the blood- 
veſſels, than by being taken into the ſto- 
mach, which will occaſion any ſuch ſe- 
cretion. 

As far as my experience leads me, a mix- 
ture of medicines tending to increaſe the ſe- 
cretion from the glands of the lungs, in 
conſequence of being thrown into the ſto- 
Vo“. II. Z mach, 
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mach, and being abſorbed into the blood- 
veſſels, is much more powerful in increaſ- 
ing the ſecretion from the glands of tho 
lungs than one ſingly. So far as I can con- 
fide in my own obſervation, it is better to 
mix ſquills with gum- ammoniac, than to 


employ either of them ſingly; and it is even 
better to mix gum-ammoniac, alla ſœtida, 
ſquills, and colchicum all together, than to 
employ ſquills and eee „ thems

That medicines may get into the blood- 
veſſels, and act as diuretics, there can be no 


doubt. The ſecretion of urine is one of the 


greateſt ſecretions in the body, and it is 
proved by daily experience of mankind, 
that this ſecretion may be increaſed, In 


dropfical caſes, and ſome others, it is ex- 
tremely difficult to increaſe this ſecretion ; 


but I have no manner of doubt, from long 
experience, that a mixture of diuretics is 
much more likely to produce the effect than 
any one of them ingly. 3 


Purgatives are almoſt always taken into 


the ſtomach, and paſsing from thence into 
the inteſtines, evidently ſtimulate the ends 
of the excretory ducts, as appears lrom the 

| ſhort-

| 
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ſhortneſs of time between their exhibition 
and effect. 1 know well that it has been a 
common opinion, that evacuants alter the 
property of the blood, and convert the red 
particles, ſerum, and coagulable lymph, into 
the matter which is to be evacuated. This 
opinion is however grounded on no expe- 
rience, and it would lead me into too diffuſe 
an argument to ſhow its im probability. 

It has not been always practiſed to giye 
purgati ves into the ſtomach to produce the 
effect. There are many compound purga- 
tivements in Meſue. None of theſe have 
been employed however in modern practice; 
but it is to be obſerved, that they confilt of 
a great number of different purgative ſub- 
ſtances mixed together. The multiplicity 
of my engagements, whilſt I have been phy- 
ſician to St. Thomas's Hoſpital, has pre- 
vented me from aſcertaining their effects; 
eſpecially as the many new medicines, atid 
new applications of medicines, which have 
been propoſed; have occupied the attention 
of the phyſicians of that Hoſpital. Moſt of 
theſe new medicities, however, have been 
rejected upon trial. I have only to ſay; as 
an FIN for the incredulity of POP and

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colleagues, that St. I homas was l of 
belief, 
T hat ſubſtances god t to the ſin i in the 
form of ointment will be abſorbed into the 
blood- veſſels, and ſtimulate the glands of 
the inteſtines, and produce a greater ſeore- 
tion from them, is quite certain; as mercu- 
rial ointment has very frequently this effect; | 
and it 1s not at all improbable, that other 
ſubſtances employed in the ſame way may 
have ſimilar effects; as in this caſe too, and 
other caſes, where medicines are applied to 
the ſkin in order to be abſorbed, ſo as to get 
into the blood-veilels and produce a like 

effect, it may be better to N ſeveral 
at once. 
The whole of this argument may be 
placed i in this point of view ; the Conſtructor 
of the human frame has defended every part 
of the body ſubject to be expoſed to ex- 
ternal ſtimuli, with a covering through 
which theſe ſtimuli may act. | 
I take at preſent ſtimuli in the ſenſe of 
every ſubſtance producing any*effect on the 
motions of any part of the body, © 
Ihe ſkin, for inſtance, is covered with the 
ſearf-ſkin, apd the leut Lan with mucus, 
ſo 
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ſo that whatever ſubſtance is applied to the 8 
kin, muſt act through the mucus and 
ſcarf ſkin, and therefore at a diſtance from 
the ſkin itſelf. This ſeems neceſſary, in or- 
der that every ſubſtance ſhould act mildly 
and with its own peculiar effect. Thus an 
acid applied to the ſkin may act as a 
ſedative, while the ſkin is covered with the 
ſcarf-ſkin and mucus; but if the mu- 
cus and ſcarf-ſkin be removed, and the 
ſame acid be employed, inſtead of acting as 
a ſedative, it will occaſion . inflammation. 
Therefore, in order that ſubſtances acting 
in. any particular way may produce their 
ſpecific effect, it is neceſſary, that each 
ſhould a& mildly, and cotiſequently, flrat 
ſeveral ſubſtances, tending to produce the 
ſame effect by the mild action of each in 
ſmall doſes, will have a greater effect of the 
ſame kind, than any one of them exhibited 
in a larger doſe would produce. 

That mixtures of medicines have been 
carried to a degree of abſurdity, ſeems to be 
certain. This made me at firſt reprobate all 
mixtures of medicines having the ſame 
effect, and conceive that it would be much 
better to employ ſome ſimple medicine for

each particular purpoſe; but 1 have now.

been convinced, by long and repeated ex- 


far the extent of this doctrine may go, it is 
difficult to ſay, and whether all the medi- 
cines tending to have the ſame, effect ſnould 
be mixed together, or two or three, or four 
or five, or how many. 

There are in different vegetables very often. 
exactly the ſame ſubſtances. In a vaſt num-, 
ber of plants there is fugar; in a great num- 
ber. there is the fame. aſtringent juice; in 
many others there is the fame indigo. If 
ſuch juice be pure and free from all other. 
ſubſtances, it never can be proper or uſeful; 


to employ it as obtained from different 
Plants. If it be not pure, but mixed with 


other juices of the plants in which it 4s. 


found, it may be proper to mix the ſeyeral 
Plants together containing it, as the other 


Juices of each of theſe plants may err in a 
different manner, and therefore the part of 
the body to which they are applied may 
bear a great many ſmall errors better than 
one great one. If, however, the ſubſtance can 


be got pure, it would undoubtedly, be much 


better employed ng. 
e I hank. 
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] have thus ſhown the ground on which 
1 think that it is better to employ ſeveral 
ſubſtances, which have nearly the ſame 
effect, than one of them ſimply; and as this 
paper has been drawn out to ſo great a 
length, I muſt defer for the preſent the caſes 
where medicines, poſſeſsing different quali- 
ties, may be combined together;

CASES of W of urine, in which 
the operation of Puncturing the Bladder has 
been performed, have been few in number, 
and the hiſtories of them are diſperſed 
through a variety of publications, In theſe 
accounts a particular detail of the caſes is 
ſeldom given, only the general reſults, ſo 
that we have leſs knowledge of all the cir- 


cumſtances which attend this operation, than 
of almoſt any other in ſurgery. To make ſome 


additions to the records upon this important 

ſubject, is the object of the preſent paper. 
So rarely has this operation been per- 

formed in London, that in the year 1777, 


when Mr. Reid, ſurgeon, in Chelſea, was 


collecting materials for publiſhing a pam- 


phlet in favour of puncturing the bladder 


by the rectum, and applied to ſeven of the 


moſt eminent ſurgeons belonging to the dif- 


ferent London hoſpitals for their opinions 
reſpecting it, there was only one of them, 
5 1 who 
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who. had ever punctured the bladder ; and 
he only in two inſtances ; in one above the 
pubis, and in the other through the rectum; 
and only one of the other ſix ſurgeons had 
ever ſeen it performed. 

The three ſituations, in which this opera- 
tion is performed, are in the perinæum, 
above the pubis, and through the rectum. 
There are caſes publiſhed, giving an account 
of the event of each of theſe different modes; 
but in an operation of ſuch rare occurrence, 
no author that I have met with has given 
from his own obſervation ſucceſsful caſes of 
the different operations, explaining the 
ſymptoms, ſo as to allow of their being com- 

| pared together, and the advantages and diſ- 
advantages of each fairly appreciated. 

Having, had an opportunity in the year 
1788, of aſsiſting the late Mr. Hunter in 
performing this operation above the pubis, 
in a caſe which terminated favourably, and 
having, in 1799, performed it in two in- 
ſtances through the rectum with equal ſuc- 
ceſs, it is my intention to ſtate the par- 
ticulars of theſe caſes for the information of

| A Gentlenias; thirty years of age, had 
laboured under ſymptoms of ſtrictures in 
the urethra for nine years; and had been _ 
. occaſionally attacked with fits of ſtrangury; > ; 
theſe attacks were relieved by introducing 
a bougie, which inſtrument was uſed only 
on ſuch occaſions: 20 

In January 1788, pne of theſe fits of 
ſtrangury came on; during the firſt two 
| or three days his urine paſſed only by drops, 

but at laſt there was a total ſtoppage of it. This 
alarmed the attending ſurgeon, and after 
the ſuppreſsion had continued for twenty- 
four hours, Mr. Hunter was ſent for at 
twelve o'clock at night to perform ſome _ 
operation to empty the bladder. The ſtate 
of the patient having been mentioned along 
with the meflage, Mr. Hunter deſired me 
to accompany him, and to carry different 
inſtruments, that he might be enabled to 
act according to the n of w | 
caſe. 

When we were e to the patient, 


he had ſickneſs with retching, and a flight 
biccup; .

hiccup ; no inſtrument could be paſſed by 
any effort into the bladder, although re- 
peated attempts were made for that pur- 
poſe ; it therefore appeared to Mr. Hunter, 
that no time was to be loſt in relieving the 
bladder. On examining the belly, the 
tumour extended as high as the navel, and 
the parts were ſore to the touch; by. intro- 
ducing a finger into the rectum, the bladder 
was. felt to preſs back ward into the hollow of 
the ſacrum. | 
In . beſt ſituation for punc- 
turing the bladder, Mr. Hunter would have 
preferred the perinæum, and would have 
performed the operation in the manner 
recommended in his Treatiſe on the Vene - 
real Diſeafe, that he might have emptied 
the bladder and removed the ſtricture at tlie 
ſame time; but in. the night he thought 
the circumſtances unfavourable for ſo deli- 
cate an operation; he was - unwilling to 
make the puncture. through the rectum, 
from an idea that the orifice could not be. 
continued open till the ſtricture was re- 
moved; he therefore determined to wake. 
the puncture above the n 
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In performing the operation, he felt for 
the os pubis as a guide, chooſing to be as near 
it as poſsible, that he might avoid entering 
the cavity of the peritonæum; but the parts 
wete ſo diſtended, that he could not feel the 
bone; and was therefore Mp to. gueſs at 
its ſituation. _ | 

He firſt made an opening through the 
ſkin with a lancet; and then paſſed the 
trochar perpendicularly down into the blad- 
der. Upon withdrawing the trochar, the 
urine ruſhed: out with violence through the 
canula ; a flexible gum catheter was then 
introduced, and the canula of the trochar. 
withdrawn over it; the catheter was re- 
tained in its place by tying it to a bandage 
paſſed round the body CHIEN: above the 
opening. 

In conſequence of the dikenton of the 
bladder, and the opening. into it, there was 
a good deal of pain in the abdomen, ſore- 
neſs when the external parts were preſſed, 
heat on the ſkin, and frequency of the 
pulſe, which led to a ſuſpicion of there: 
being an inflammation of the peritonæum. 
Leeches were twice applied to the abdomen, 


fomentations were uſed, and an application 
g olf 
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of ſpirits kept almoſt conſtantly upon the 
belly ; ſaline draughts, gently opening medi- 
cines, and anodyne clyſters were occaſion- 
ally had-recourſe to. Theſe ſymptoms ſub- 
ſided, and the urine came principally and 
freely by the fide of the inſtrument. 
The next object was to dilate the ſtricture; 
this was attempted by the bougie ; bougies 
of a ſmall ſize ſometimes ſeemed to paſs, 
but there was no proof of their en really 
done ſo, 

About a fortnight after the e the 
cellular membrane appeared at the orifice of 
the wound, like wet lint; a ſwelling was per- 
ceived on each ſide, extending to the ſpine of 
the os ilium, in which tliere was an evident 
fluctuation; this aroſe from the formation 
of matter in conſequence of the urine hay- 
ing inſinuated itſelf into the cellular mem- 
brane. 

After perſevering with the bougie for 
three weeks without making any progreſs, 
the cauſtic was uſed ; when it had been ap- 
plied twice, a ſmall filver ſound was paſſed, 
which found its way into the bladder. This 
was kept in the urethra for ſix days, and 
when it was withdrawn, one of a larger 
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ſize was paſſed, and retained there for five | 
days. Some of the water now paſſed by 
the urethra at the ſide of the ſound; but 
with great pain. In five weeks from the 
time of the operation, the patient was evi- 
dently beginning to ſink, had a wild de- 
| ſponding ſtare, and all the common ſymp- 
toms of hectic fever; it therefore appeared 
abſolutely neceſſary to remove the catheter 
- from the artificial opening in the bladder as 
ſoon as it could be done with ſafety, The 
filver ſound was taken out of the urethra, 
and an attempt was made to paſs a flexible 
gum catheter, which fortunately found its 
| way into the bladder. 
The moment this was accompliſhed, the 
catheter which had remained in the bladder 
forty days, was withdrawn from the open- 
ing above the pubis, and it brought along 
with it a quantity of cellular membrane in 
the ſtate of flough; this was followed by 
near a pint of matter. | 
From this time the patient nite to mend 
in his health; in a few days the orifice of 
the wound was almoſt cloſed, little of the 
urine coming that way, as the greater part ;

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the urethra. In fix days the catheter was 
taken out; upon withdrawing it, the ſur- 
face was found incruſted with calculous 
matter, ſo as to hurt the parts as it patled 
along the canal, and another was imme- 
diately introduced.

About this time the wound above the 
pubis healed up, but very ſoon broke out 
again, and diſcharged a quantity of matter 
without urine, which led to the belief that 
the orifice in the bladder was healed. He 
was now allowed to fit upon a couch, and 
eat whatever agreed with him. 

After the ſecond catheter had oat 
in the urethra ſix days it was withdrawn, 
and was found incruſted as much as the 
former; another was immediately introduced. 
The wound above the pubis healed a ſecond 
time; at the end of four days the third 
catheter was withdrawn, and the parts lert 
to themſelves; in four hours atter the 
catheter had been taken out, the patient 
had an inclination to make water, which 


he did with great freedom; this was at the | 


end of the eighth week, and he continued 
to do ſo. for ſeveral days, when the wound

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Caſes of Suppreſsion of Urine in which the”

þ CASE I. 


A e forty-fix years of age, 
twenty<live' years ago, had a gonorrhea; the 
inflammatory ſymptoms of which were re- 
moved in fix weeks, but the diſcharge con- 
tinued above a year. This led him to con- 
ſult different practitioners, who employed 
a variety of injections to get rid of it; after 
the uſe-of theſe, there was a greater fre- 
quency in making water than he had: before 
experienced, and an uneaſy feel along the 
urethra, particularly near the bladder. Theſe 
ſymptoms continued, and rather inereaſed 
for ſix years, when a new ſymptom came 
on, which was an occaſional want of power 
to make water, laſting a few ſeconds and 
then going off. | 

Theſe ſtranguries increaſed gradually in 
frequency and duration, and in eighteen 
years they had rendered the bladder ſo irrita- 
ble, that it never retained more than three 
ounces of water at a time, and very often 

i., An not 
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hot half that quantity. The patient's mind 
was kept in a conſtant ſtate of apprehen- 
ſion of a complete ſtoppage z his general 
health was much impaired, and the lighteſt. 
expoſure to cold affected his bladder ſo as to 
give him inceſſant calls to make water, 
Under theſe circumſtances I was con- 
fulted 3- it was found upon examination, that 
ſtrictures in the urethra had breught on the 
| Preſent ſymptoms. For the removal of theſe 
he put himſelf under my care, and that he 
might have every n nne won 
lodgings near me. 
The firſt ſtricture met with was u four 0 
and a half ftom the external orifice, On the 
25th of June, I applied a bougie, armed 
with tlie argentum nitratum, to this ſtrie - 
ture, hich gave him conſiderable local 
pain, but the application relieved tlie irrita 
tion in the bladder, and he made water 
more freely than before; the ſame treat- 
ment was uſed every other day, and three 
applications were found ann to * 


this part of the canal. . 
There was a ſecond ſtricture abt fix oak 
from the external orifice ; to this the armed 


bougie was applied on the firſt of July, and

in a few hours one of his uſual attacks ot 
irritation came on, with ineffectual ſtrain- 
ing to make water; this was relieved by 
paſsing a ſmall bougie into the bladder, 
which however could not be done till . 
ſeveral ineffectual trials. 
July 2d, in the evening, the Abaton 
returned with greater violence, and was very 
ſevere; no bougie could be paſſed, and a 
ſtarch elyſter, with thirty drops of tincture 
of opium was thrown up; this was not re- 
tained, and the irritation increaſed. Upon 
a ſecond trial, at eleven o'clock, a ſmall 
bougie paſſod, and he diſcharged about two 
ounces of urine in 4 ſmall ſtream, which ra- 
lieved him.

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July 5th. Paſſed his urine with tolerable 


eaſe through the day in ſmall quantities, 
but a ſuppreſsion came on in the night, and 
at four in the morning he was in ſuch a 


ſtate of irritation as to give an alarm of his 


loſing his ſenſes. In this ſtate he expreſſed 


the moſt anxious deſire, that an opening 
might be made to empty the bladder; and 
his ſufferings for the laſt three days had been 
ſo great, that I thought myſelf Juſtified in 
complying with his requeſt. 

The inſtrument I made uſe of was the 
long curved trocar, recommended by Pou-+ 
teau, only made flat inſtead of being 
cylindrical, which rendered the point better 
adapted for wounding the bladder, and the 
flattened form was conſidered as better fitted 
for lying without inconvenience. in the

This inſtrument I bew had by me for 


many years. I paſſed my finger up the 
rectum and felt the bladder, which was leſs 


prominent than .it was reaſonable to expect; 
upon this finger I introduced the inſtrument 


with the point concealed in the canula, up 
to the part which I intended to puncture, 
* Puſhpd the inſtrument into the bladder;

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on withdrawing the piercer, the urine flowed 


freely through the canula; the quantity 0 


evacuated was only four ounces, but as the 
bladder for many years had not retained 
more than three ounces, this was a large 
quantity in the HON irritated ſtate of un 
yileus, 

The operation was performed | on the 6th 
of July, at half paſt four in the morning; 
the wounding of the bladder gave him no 
ſenſible pain, and he felt very eaſy the 
moment the urine was ' evacuated. The 
canula was confined in the rectum by 4

As it was intended that the TRAY in the 
rectum ſhould be kept open till the ſtricture

In the night, the ſame 
quantity of that mixture was given, with 
twenty drops of tincture of opium, in con- 
ſequence of the pain and irritation expe- 
rienced when the urine was forced out by 
the action of the bladder. 

July 7th, The urine was paſſed at 05 
intervals, but the ſtraining at theſe times was 
great, and attended with pain; it felt to 
him that ſome drops lodged at the neck of 
the bladder, and he could not reſiſt the in- 
elination of making an effort to diſcharge 
them.

This ſlough was probably that ſepa- 
rated from the wound in the bladder, which 
had fallen into the cavity. In four hours 
he made nearly the ſame WY of water 
at one time. 

No water had paſſed by the rectum after 
the 27th, nor was it voided oftener than 
once in four or five hours; ſo that in three 
weeks from the time of the operation, the 
ſtrictures in the urethra were removed, and 
the orifice in the bladder no longer gave a 
paſſage to the urine.

A Gentleman, aged thirty-two, when 
fifteen years old, had a gonorrhcea, which, 
from great .inattention in the patient, and 


"from the uſe of irritating injections, did not 
ſubſide 
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ſubſide in the uſual time. The irritation 


extended itſelf along the urethra to the 
bladder, and brought on frequency of mak- 
ing water, attended with ſtraining and occa- 
ſional ſtrangury. _ 


Theſe ſymptoms never went a 580 


away; they were at times more ſevere, at 


others leſs ſo; and there were intervals of 


months in which he only made water once 
in four or five hours; theſe however were 
rare, and in general the bladder could not 
retain more than three or four ounces of 
water at any one time. 5 
There was this peculiarity in the caſe, 
that when the urine ſtopped, it produced a 


ſwelling behind the ſcrotum ; when this was 


prefſed, ſome mucus came away, and was 
followed by urine ; theſe occaſional ſtran- 
guries ſometimes laſted ſeven or eight hours 


before they went off. He had recourſe to 
the common bougie, but none could be made 
to paſs into the bladder; afterwards the uſe. 


of the cauſtic was attempted, but the ſur- 
geon had not confidence enough in that

which was with difficulty relieved by opium;

As no bougie could be paſſed into the 
bladder, and there was reaſon to believe, 
from the account of the caſe, that a ſac or 
bag had formed in the peritonæum behind the 
ſtricture, the only chance of giving him re- 
lief appeared to be by applying the cauſtic; 
and ſhould the ſlough formed by the appli- 
cation at any time ſtop, the ſmall orifice of 
the ſtricture, an opening muſt be made into 
the bladder to relieve the ſymptoms of ſup» - 
preſsion, and admit of the ee of

Under theſe Wins EB I entered. 20k | 
the treatment of the caſe, and had the pa- 
tient in lodgings near me, that every neceſ- 

fary attention might be given which th 
ſymptoms required.

The firſt ſtricture was ee to 4 
been deſtroyed by the ſecond application, 
as the bougie now paſſed on ſix inches to a 
ſecond ſtricture, to which the armed bougie 
was appliec. 
30th, The application Was repeated to 
this fecond ſtricture, and in the evening the 
patient was unable to make water, although 
there had been neither pain nor irritation, 
An opiate injection, containing forty drops 
of tincture of opium, was thrown up in the 
evening; and a draught, containing twenty 
drops, was taken at twelve o'clock at night, 


and repeated at two in the morning. 


31ſt, At ſeven o'clock in the morning. 
the bladder was found to be much diſtended, 
as he had made no water for ſixteen hours: 
the irritation to make it was very great, and 
almoſt conſtant; and no inſtrument what- 
ever could be made to paſs into the bladder. 
It was propoſed to puncture the bladder, 
without waiting till the parts were ſtill more 
uritated, and the patient's ſtrength and ſpi-

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rits more exhauſted; This was "confi dered 


not only as a means of giving relief to the 
preſent ſymptoms, but of enabling us aſter- 
wards to proſecute the cure. Theſe reaſons 
induced the patient to give his conſent, and 
the operation was performed exactly in the 
ſame manner as in the former caſe. A pint 
and a half of urine were drawn off, and the 
inſtrument ſecured in the rectum. | 
He felt immediate eaſe, 'in an hour fell 
aſleep, and paſſed the day perfectly tran- 
quil. The urine did not.conſtantly paſs out 
at the canula, although no plug was put 
into it; the firſt time of any coming away 
was at half paſt ten, three hours and a half 
after the operation; he made water again at 
four. His pulſe was not quicker than 
natural, and he had uy flight irritation in 
the urethra. 
Ihe reaſor why the urine does not con- 
ſtantly iſſue through the canula is, that its 
orifice is ſituated at ſome diſtance from that 
part of the bladder where the ureters open, 
and its end projects into the cavity like the 
waſte pipe in a ciſtern, which can have 
nothing paſs through it till the level of the 90

September 1. He ſlept tolerably well 
during the night; paſſed his urine through 
the canula every four or five hours, in the 
quantity of nearly four ounces each time; 
and he had little or no nun * 
bladder or utetin a, * 

Towards the afternoon the. canula was 
obſtructed by the mucus from the bladder; 
Which was removed by paſsing a wire 
through it; the urine: however did not flow 
readily till he got upon his knees, in 
which poſture half a pint came away, and a 
few drops by the urethra, with exquiſite pain. 
In the evening he had a paroxyſm of 
fever, or fit of an ague, attended by head- 
ache. A pint of warm water was thrown 
up as a clyſter, which brought away a great 
deal of wind, and a copious ſtool. He was 
afterwards materially relieved. He took 
fifteen drops of tincture of opium, and had 
a quiet night. f | 

'2d. He was eaſy during the au and had 
very little pain in the urethra. The urine 
did not paſs readily by the tube, which oc- 
caſioned his having a reſtleſs night. 
3d. The armed bougie was applied to the 


ſtricture ſix inches diſtant from the external 


onfice, which gave leſs pain than the former

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applications. In the afternoon the canula 
was found to give more uneaſineſs from not 
allowing the urine to paſs; and as it had 
been in the bladder three days and a half, 
it was judged adviſeable to remove it. This 
gave great relief, the urine however did 

not- afterwards come through the wound, 
2 by the urethra. He took fifteen drops 
of tinctureofopium,and paſſed a reſtleſs night. 
He made water four times before morning by 
the urethra, nearly four ounces each time. 
4th. At fix in the morning he took an 
opening medicine, which operated in four 
hours, and relieved his uneaſineſs; he made 
water during the day every three 'or four 
hours, and paſſed a quiet _ fleoping three 
hours at a time. 
5th. The armed bougie was 055 he 
had no uncaſineſs during the day, and paſſed 
a quiet night. 
| 7th. The ſtricture at ſix aches was found 
to be deſtroyed, and another was met with 
at ſeven inches, to which the armed bougie 
was applied. In the afternoon he made his 
water in a better ſtream. 
9th. The armed bougie was again arplied 
to the ſtricture at ſeven inches; this brought 
on a ſwelling in the perinæum, which laſted

ſeveral days, but did not impede the paſting 
of the urine, nor did he afterwards experience 
an attack of ſtrangury, although the laſt ſtric- 
ture was not deſtroyed in three months ; and 
the armed bougie was applied every ſecond or 
third day during the whole of that time. 

In this caſe the urine never came through 
the wound in the bladder after the canula 
was withdrawn, which is to be attributed 
to its finding a paſſage by the urethra, and 
the quantity the bladder held at any one 
time was inſufficient to diſtend that viſcus 
ſo much as to reach the wound in it made 
by the operation. "(1488 
In the former caſe the bladder was leſs 
diſtended, and therefore was wounded near 
the proſtate gland, which is probably the 
reaſon why the urine found a more ready paſ- 
ſage through the canula; and when itdid, why 
the bladder was more completely evacuated. 
From this circumſtance it would appear 
that there is an advantage in the puncture 
being made as near the neck of the bladder 
as it can be done with ſafety. 


From theſe caſes we are enabled to draw 
the following concluſions reſpecting the 
operation of puncturing of the bladder. 
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When the puncture is made above the 
pubis, the canula which encloſes the trocar 
is not to be removed, till the ſurrounding 
parts have been conſolidated by inflamma- 
tion, ſo as to prevent the urine in its paſ- 
ſage out from inſinuating itſelf into the 
neighbouring parts, for wherever the urine 
lodges, mortification takes place. Any ad- 
vantage therefore, which may ariſe from a 
more flexible inſtrument remaining in the 
bladder, is more than counterbalanced by its 
not filling compleatly the aperture through 
the coats of the bladder, and allowing the 
urine: to eſcape into the cellular membrane. 
When the coats of the bladder are in- 
flamed and irritated to a very great degree, 
a wound in them is not neceſſarily productive 
of any bad conſequences; and when theſe 
ſymptoms are brougbt on by a retention 
of urine, all that is requiſite for their re- 
moval is, not allowing any quantity of water 
to be accumulated in the bladder. 
When the puncture is made into the 
bladder through the rectum, it is not 
neceſſary to retain the canula in the ori- 
fice beyond the time in which inflamma- 
tion conſolidates the ſides of the wound, 
as there is no danger of the aperture cloſing 
up, 
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up, till there is another paſſage made for 
the urine *. a 

The wound in the rectum, whether. it 
bas a canula retained in it or not, does 
not allow the urine to eſcape, till a ſuf- 
ficient quantity is collected to make the 
coats of the bladder act for its expulſion; 
and the quantity neceſſary for that pur- 
poſe will vary according to the ſtate of the 
bladder at the time. | 

The bladder, although contracted to a 
ſmall ſize by long continued irritation, - 
almoſt immediately on being relieved” from 
that irritation, has a power of recovering 
itſelf, and allowing of a much greater de- 
gree of diſtention; otherwiſe the bladder 
in the ſecond of theſe caſes, which had 
not for many years retained more than 
three ounces of water at any one time, 
could not, in four days after the laſt ſtric- 
ture was deſtroyed, have retained half a pint. 


* The cylindrical trocar recommended by Pouteau 
appears preferable to the flattened one, fince it cannot be 
ſo readily obſtructed by mucus.

Since this paper was ſent to the preſs, 
another caſe of Stricture, which required 
Bbs the 
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the bladder being punctured, has come 
under my care; and, as it throws till 
further light upon this operation, I have 


annexed a ſhort account of the moſt mate 
rial circumſtances. | 


Third Cafe of puncturing the Bladder through 
tne Rectum. 


A Gentleman, forty years of age, had 
a gonorrhœa in the year 1777, for the cure 
of which he uſed an injection; this irritated 

the urethra ſo much, as to bring on a ſup- 
| preſsion of urine almoſt immediately after 
its application, which laſted three days, and 
then went off. He continued tolerably well 
till 1790, when the urethra had become ſa 
much contracted, as to make the paſsing his 
water a very tedious and difficult operation; 
and he believes, that his bladder was never 
entirely emptied. By the uſe of bougies 

the paſſage was dilated ſo as to allow of a 

tolerable ſtream of urine, but during their 

uſe he had ſeveral partial ſuppreſsions. In 

1796 he was again obliged to return to the 

uſe of the bougie, but was unable to paſs one 

of the ſmalleſt ſize into the bladder; and from 


that time has ſuffered ſeverely from occa- 
$ ſional 
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ſional ſuppreſsions, great diſcharges of 
mucus, and a conſtant gleet. His urine, 
under the moſt favourable circumſtances, 
only paſsing in drops. 

In November, 1799, he put himſelf under 
my cate; the armed bougie was applied to 
a ſtricture five inches and a half from the 
external oriſice; this application was re- 
peated ſeven times, without any irritation 
being brought on, or an increaſed difficulty in 
voiding the urine. This ſtricture gave way, 
and the armed bougie was applied to a ſecond 
at ſeven incbes: the firſt and ſecond appli - 
cations to this ſtricture 'were attended with 
no particular ſymptoms ; but after the 

third, which was on the 24th of November, 
a complete ſuppreſsion came on; this laſted 
eight hours, when, in conſequence of hav- 
ing taken fifty drops of tincture of opium 
by the mouth, and the ſame quantity in a - 
ſtarch clyſter, he made an ounce and a half 
of water. In the courſe of the night the 
pain and uneaſineſs increaſed, and the fifty 
drops of tincture of opium were repeated. 
25th, He made about two ounces of water; 
a clyſter of warm water was thrown up, 
which relieved his uneafineſs, and he paſſed 
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the night with tolerable eaſe, and made 
half a pint of, water. 099, da UII 
- 26th and 27th. He continued ina ſtate of 
vent irritation, occaſionally paſsing ſmall 
quantities of: water and mucus, but never 
enough atany one time to relieve the bladder. 
28th. The bladder was very much diſtend- 
ed, and diſtinctly felt above the pubis; its 
outline was even conſpicuous to the eye. 
In this ſtate I propoſed performing the ope- 
ration of puncturing the bladder through the 
rectum, which was immediately aſſented to. 
For the reaſons already given, I uſed the 
trocar recommended by Pouteau, with a 
eylindrical canula. Sixteen ounces and a 
half of urine were diſcharged through the ca- 
nula: the patient felt no pain in the operation 
any where but in the glans penis, and that 
was only momentary; it however returned 
afterwards frequently in the ſame part. 
The canula was left in, and he felt perſectly 
eaſy, all his diſtreſſes being removed. The 
urine paſſed away continually without any 
effort, or even the patient's knowledge.

At nine o'clock in the morning, 
the canula was withdrawn from the rectum; 
and in the courſe of the day the urine 
paſſed readily through the rectum. | 
- $0th/ The uſe of the cauſtic was re- 
ſumed, the water paſsing at intervals by the 
rectum, and a few drops by the urethra; 
there was an unuſual: flatulence in the 
bowels, and great languor and debility. _. 
"Theſe ſymptoms in a few. days ſubſided. 
Dec. 5th. The urine continued to paſs 
freely through the orifice in the rectum. _ 
Jan. 6, 1809. Although the laſt ſtric- 
ture is not yet deſtroyed, all the diſtreſsing 
ſymptoms haye ſubſided, and the patient is 
able. to retain his water for fix or eight 
hours at a time. 


When the urethra is perfectly cher; the, 
n Ware 
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water now comes with. tolerable freedom 
through that canal ; and when it is diſturbed 
by the application of the armed bougie, the 
urine finds a paſſage by the orifice through 
the rectum, ſo that I am enabled to proſe- 
cute the cure; and Judging, from the pro- 
greſs already made, there is no reaſon to 
doubt of its being ſoon completed. 

The cylindrical canula has an advantage 
in giving a more ready paſſage to the urine, 
and leaving an aperture in. the bladder, by 
| which it is afterwards more freely diſ- 
charged; but its form, admitting of being 
embraced by the ſphincter muſcle, is unfa- 
vourable to the eſcape of wind, or the other 
contents of the bowels. 

In this caſe the air in the rectum e 
forced out the canula as ſoon as the inflam- 
mation upon the orifice in the bladder had 
ſubſided, ſo as to admit of the canula diſen- 
gaging itſelf, affords us a criterion in practioe 
of the proper time for withdrawing the 
canula, which may be done in thirty-ſeven 
hours, or as ſoon as ſuppuration comes 8 
the wound in the bladder. I
